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Know - may Allaah have mercy on you - that we were not created except to single 
out Allaah (alone) with all worship, in accordance with Allaah's statement:

"And I (Allaah) created not the /inns and humans except they should worship 
Me (Alone)." (Adh-Dhariyat: 56) 

And as a mercy from Allaah, He did not leave us wandering aimlessly; rather He sent 
Messengers with clear proofs (revelations) from Him. And for this - our - Ummah 
specifically, Allaah sent down His final and best revelation to his final and best 
Prophet (toMatlaa&u 'cd&cf&i wo. mUUm), and furthermore promised to guard the Qur'an 
from corruption. And from His mercy, Allaah sent down the Sunnah to explain the 
Qur'an, and has likewise preserved the Sunnah by means of the Isnaad (the chain of 
narration) to help us separate the authentic from the unauthentic and fabricated. And 
also from His mercy, Allaah commanded His Prophet Muhammad (i<McM<m^ 'otayfa, 
wo. miimm) to convey everything revealed to him - not leaving out anything - including 
Allaah's Promise that He will not allow the Ummah (the first and best of them being 
the Prophet (i<Maii<m^ct '<dcuf&i <m &aMam) and the Sahaabah) to unite upon misguidance. 

All of this is so those who want to follow the truth (Qur'an, authentic Sunnah,) which 
leads to Paradise may do so, and so those who insist on the falsehood that leads to the 
hellfire will be exposed and not taken as examples by those who are sincere. The 
proofs have been established and the excuses cut off. 

And know - may Allaah have mercy on you - that anyone who holds an 'aqeedah 
(creed, belief, methodology) that differs from the 'aqeedah of the Messenger of Allaah 
(aatfaMaaAu i atay6i cva ioWam) and his companions (>kuU<M(uJm x a*ttMm ajmdeea) is in 
opposition to the truth and the way of the believers, in accordance with Allaah's 
statement: 
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"And whoever contradicts and opposes the Messenger after the right path has 
been shown clearly to him, and follows other than the believers ' way. We shall 
keep him in the path he has chosen, and burn him in Hell - what an evil 
destination. " (An-Nisa:115) 

And Allaah's statement: 

(3Ll>. j li \sSj> IJJjJ jU IJjliaI Jill <j liLiT U lie IjiiT jll 

"So if f/ze^ believe in the like of that which you believe, then they are rightly 
guided, but if they turn away, then they are only in opposition. So Allaah will 
suffice you against them. And He is the All-Hearer, the All-Knower." (Al- 
Baqarah: 137) 

So beware of the evil of bid'ah 1 and desires, and its people. For the one who does not 
know the evil is likely to fall into it. 

The Messenger of Allaah (wfaUcurfM y <dcuAi wo, &t£fam), who did not speak from his own 
desire, warned us against people who would deviate in the famous hadeeth of al- 
iftiraak, saying: 

"This Ummah will divide into 73 sects, all of them in the hellfire except one." 

He was asked, "Which one is that, o Messenger of Allaah?" He (i<dnM<mLt 'cuUuAi <wx. 
teUlam) said: "That which I and my companions are upon."

Bid'ah is defined as: a belief, statement, or action invented or introduced after the death of the Prophet, by 
which a person seeks nearness to Allaah - without proof from the Qur'an or authentic Sunnah. 
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One of those 72 deviant sects that lead to the hellfire is Tasawwuf ("Soofism" in 
English), so beware - may Allaah safeguard you. 

The people who adhere to this deviant way are called Soofijjah ("Soofees", in English), 
who in some lands such as here in America invite to their deviant sect - their bid'ah - 
under the guise of "Zuhd." 

Know - may Allaah safeguard you - that true Zuhd (abstinence from worldly 
affairs) can be practiced without leaving the correct Islam, without leaving Siratul 
Mustaqeem (the Straight Path), and without exposing yourself to the hellfire, 
for Zuhd is already part of the religion that Allaah revealed. Ponder that the 
Messenger of Allaah (todoMaoAa K <dcU&i <m iaUam) was the best of those who practiced 
Zuhd and - of course - he didn't leave what Allaah (ScMcumLc w& l^aah.) revealed to 
him to do so. 

Imaam Abul Faraj Ibnul Jawzee (ta&imaLM&h) said in his Talbees Iblees, 

"Tasawwuf (Soofism) is a way that is well known for exceeding in abstinence of 
worldly luxuries (zuhd). What shows the difference between them (and real zuhd) is 
that no one ever condemned abstinence (zuhd), whereas Soofism 
is condemned because of what we will mention later." 

Building upon their initial deceit of calling to "Zuhd," these Soofees will attempt to 
lure the ignorant with lies such as "Tasawwuf is Zuhd." By Allaah, they have lured 
many Muslims in this treacherous way; when in fact, Tassawuf does not mean Zuhd 
and is in reality far from it! 

Tasawwuf (Soofism) is a shameful deception that begins with Dhikr and ends 
with Kufr. Its outward manifestation appears to be piety, but its inward reality 
forsakes the Commandments of Allaah. 

As you will soon read via abundant proofs, Tassawuf opposes Tawheed and is a 
direct link to Shirk, such that 'ulemma the likes of Shaykh Yahya Al Hajuri 
(kzjjutfia&cMaciA) said, 

"Soofism and Shirk are spouses." 
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Shaykh Saalih al-Fawzaan (tycdfaAcMaaA) said: 

"The greatest danger that faces the Ummah of Islaam is their being far away from the 
Book of Allaah and the Sunnah of His Messenger (ioMtdkudti y <dcU&i <ml iaMam), and 
replacing them with man-made laws and deviated ideologies. Likewise, the greatest 
danger that faces the Ummah of Islaam is the misguidance and deviation 
concerning the 'aqeedah and the infiltration of concepts of kufr, shirk, and 
bid' ah into it - from the grave-worshippers and the Soofees ... The cure for this is 
to return back to the Book and the Sunnah, learning them, teaching them, judging by 
them between people, and adopting what they require of morals, manners and 
character." 

[Muntaqaa min Fataawaa (1/417; no. 249)] 

Ibn Muflih (mAuhoAuUaA) recorded in his Aadaab ash-Sharee'ah (1/235) that Ibn 'Aqeel 
(taAimaAcdlaA) said: 

"There is nothing more harmful to the Sharee'ah than the Mutakallimeen 
(those involved in theological rhetoric) and the practitioners of Soofism." 

In truth, the scholars have defined Zuhd thusly: To abstain from that which will 
not benefit you on the Day of Judgment . And know - may Allaah save you from all 
deviance - that shirk and bid'ah and dancing and trances and complete submission 
(directing worship) to Soofee leaders will NOT benefit on the Day of Judgment. 

Do not be deceived O Muslim brothers and sisters! 

The best of this Ummah to practice Zuhd was the Messenger of Allaah (i<d<M<m^ct 
'alcU&i wa iaiidm) - such that he used to sleep on date palm leaves that left an imprint 
on his back - and obviously he was not a Soofee. The Prophet (talaMctaAa K cuUiAi wa 
&<M<im) was the best Zaahid (ascetic) of this Ummah, yet he didn't forsake Allaah's 
commands - period - nor oppose them, nor contradict them in any way. Allaah 
(S<d&cutoAu cwz, 7<*W&^ says about His Prophet: 
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°o ' s' '% ° ox ?' / i« y s ,, '

"And if he (Muhammad) had forged a false saying concerning Us (Allaah), We 
surely should have seized him by his right hand. And then certainly would 
have cut off his life artery (Aorta). And none of you could withhold Us from 
(punishing) him. " (Al-Haqqah: 44-47) 

Being asked to [leave the correct Islam and] join a deviant sect so that you can 
practice Zuhd is like being asked to [leave the correct Islam and] join a deviant sect so 
you can make Salat or fast Ramadan, or make Hajj, or pay Zakat, or fight Jihaad. 
These acts of worship are already part of Islaam (the correct Islam). 

Why would you have to join a deviant sect to do something that is already legislated in 
Islam? This is a bold, red flag for the ones who have intellect and are sincere to 
Allaah. Likewise, the best of this Ummah in performing dhikr was the Prophet 
Muhammad (todcMcuiAti y <doi£i wa toMcm) who taught the entire Ummah the legislated 
adhkaar. O Muslims, Allaah, The Most High, says:

"Indeed in the Messenger of Allaah (Muhammad) you have a good example to 
follow for him who hopes in (the Meeting with) Allaah and the Last Day and 
remembers Allaah much. " (Al-Ahzab: 21) 

Sa'd bin Hisham asked A'ishah (icuU /ttU&u '<w&&) about the character of the 
Messenger of Allaah (&<d<dU<i6M '<dcU&i mi &oMam), so she replied: 'Have you not read the 
Qur'an?' Sa'd said: 'Of course.' Then she said, 

"Verily, the character of the Messenger of Allaah was the Qur'an." (Muslim) 
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This means that he would act according to the commands and the prohibitions in the 
Qur'an. 

So imitate only the Prophet Muhammad (todcMaaJM y <dcU&i wet, toUem). He is our 
Messenger - Muslims testifies to this whenever we say the shahaadah (which means): 

"I bear witness that none has the right to be worshipped in truth except Allaah, 
and I bear witness that Muhammad is His slave and Messenger." 

So implementing the shahadah means to worship only Allaah (alone), and to follow 
only His Messenger (ialetMckaAei ^adeuAi <m toMam). Otherwise, the mere saying of the 
shahadah without implementation will not benefit. [In sha" Allaah, the specific, 
detailed meanings of the shahadah will follow.] 

Know - may Allaah have mercy on you - that Muhammad (todcMcurfiu ^cdcuAc wa MiMem) 
is the only man you will be asked about in the grave, not your parents, not your 
shaikh, not the imam of your masjid. 

With this in mind, ask yourself: was the Prophet (wlcrfUciAa. y <dcU&i umh wUcm) a Soofee? 
Was Abu Bakr (radiallaahu 'anhu) a Soofee? Were 'Umar, 'Uthman, 'Alee, Talhah, Abu 
Zubair, Abdur-Rahman Ibn Awf, Sa'd Ibn Abi Waqqas, Sa'eed Ibn Zayd, and Abu 
'Ubaidah Ibn Al-Jarrah Soofees? Was Ibn Abbaas, Ibn 'Umar, Abu Musa, Bilal, 
A'ishah, Khadijah (vzdtidUaAM x a*t6um) Soofees? No! Was any companion a Soofee? 
No! Aoodhoobillaah! Was any Prophet Cafacfam ut-Milam) a Soofee? No! In fact, 
according to the scholars, the word Tasawwuf (Sufism) was not know in the time of 
the sahaabah. 

O Muslims, Allaah commands His slaves with sincerity to Him, Who knows the 
secrets of the breasts and what one whispers to Himself. 

If Jannah is your goal, then you must follow the Straight Path - following the path of 
the Messenger of Allaah (iafa£(aa6cc y <dcuAi w<z toMem) and Abu Bakr and 'Umar. There is 
no other path that leads to Allaah' s Pleasure except this, in accordance with the 
Prophet's statement: 
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"The Jews broke up into 71 sects, the Christians broke up into 72 sects and this 
Ummah will break up into 73 sects; all in the hellfire except for one. They said, 
"Which one is that, o Messenger of Allaah?" He said: Those on that which I am 
upon, and that which my companions are upon." 

As Shaikh Abdullaah al-Bukharee (fafadAaAtdUaA) explained that all the other paths are 
blocked off except this one. And this is what the Straight Path means in Suratul 
Fatihah. 

il^aJ! iJJLftl 

"Guide us to the Straight Way. " (Al-Fatihah: 6) 

Shaikh Abdullaah al-Bukharee (fafcdfaAtdlcuiA) quoted Imam Ibnul Qayyim 
(wAimaAiMctAJt,) , who said: 

"It is the path of Allaah which He described for His slaves by the tongues of His 
Messengers and made it possible for His slaves to reach Him through it. There is no 
other path to reach Him except by this. But rather all the other paths are blocked 
off except this one. And it is to single [Allaah] out in worship, and to single out His 
Messenger in obedience, so he does not associate any partners with [Allaah] in 
worship nor associate anyone in obedience with the Messenger (i<doii<m^ct '<d<U&i cm 
i<Mam). So he purifies the Tawheed [of Allaah] and obedience to the Prophet 
(bdcvUeuiAii y <dcti£i w& MiMem)" [Telelink with Daar-us-Sunnah, London, 1431H] 

So the Straight Path is to single out Allaah with each act of worship (all du'aa to 
Allaah alone; all seeking of refuge is in Allaah alone; all seeking deliverance is to 
Allaah alone; all reliance is on Allaah alone, all seeking of blessings is from Allaah 
alone, all sujood and ruku' are for Allaah alone, etc..) and single Him out in His 
Lordship (believing He alone is the Lord, He alone is the Creator, He alone gives life 
and gives death, and He alone disposes the affairs of the Universe etc.) and single 
Him out in His Beautiful Names and Lofty Attributes (affirming them as they come in 
the Qur'an and authentic Sunnah without denying them, or distorting their meanings, 
resembling them to the creation, or inquiring into their howness), and to follow only 
the Prophet Muhammad and no one else from the human beings in opposition to him 
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"Guide us to the Straight Way." (Al-Fatihah: 6) 

And for the one who insists on worshipping others besides Allaah or following 
anyone in opposition to His Messenger Muhammad Ibn 'Abdullaah (todeMeuttui y <dcuAi 
wa &dkm), then he should know that hellfire is forever on top of forever, for the one 
who dies upon major Shirk and Kufr! 

The people of bid'ah (such as the Soofees, Shee'ah, Khawaarij, Ikhwanees, 
Qadariyyah, Ash' aria, Tablighees, and the rest of the 72 deviant sects) are no doubt 
threatened with the hellfire in accordance with the warnings of Allaah and His 
Messenger (bdcrfUetAu. y <dcU&i uta toMcm). And whoever's bid'ah is mukkafirah (of kufr) - 
such as directing an act of worship to any other than Allaah, or denying what Allaah 
attributed to Himself, or attributing to Allaah what Allaah denied for Himself, or 
denial of any statement of Allaah and His Messenger - and he dies upon that, then he 
will remain in the hellfire forever 2 . 

Indeed, the one who dies upon major shirk, he will remain in the hellfire forever even 
if he prayed 5 times a day in the first row in the Masjid al-Haraam, called the adhaan 
his whole life, gave Zakat every year, made Hajj every year, fasted every Ramadan, and 
on Mondays and Thursdays year-round, built many, many masaajid, was kind to his 
parents, memorized the Qur'an, fed the poor, fought in the battlefield, etc... 

Why? Because shirk nullifies all of one's good deeds - even if the one committing 
shirk claimed Islaam with his tongue. Here is one of many proofs.

"And indeed it has been revealed to you (O Muhammad), as it was to those

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(then) surely (all) your deeds will be in vain, and you will certainly be among 
the losers. "(Az-Zumar: 65) 

So the deeds of the one who commits major Shirk will become invalid! 

And there is absolutely no doubt that Tasawwuf (Sufism) leads to Shirk, may Allaah 
safeguard you. 

Of course, these Soofees don't invite you to Shirk in the beginning. Otherwise you 
would know to leave. As Mufaddal Ibn Mahallal (>uikm<nLM<m^) said: 

"If the companion of the bid'ah were to speak to you about his bid'ah at the 
beginning of sitting with him, you would have kept away from him and left him. But 
he will speak to you in the beginning with the Sunnah, then he will put his bid'ah in 
you and your heart will accept it, so (at this point) when will the bid'ah leave your 
heart?" 

At first, the Sufis come with the call to "Zuhd" - which is from the correct Islam 
anyway, as already established. 

And from the lies and deceptions of the Soofiyah is convincing you (brainwashing, 
may be a more apt term) - first and foremost - to accept their shaikh's statements, 
opinions and rulings - without question, literally - over and above the Qur~an and 
authentic Sunnah. They provide as their reasons a few fabricated (forged) ahadeeth, 
such as the infamous forgery, 

" Whoever does not have a shaikh, shaytan is his shaikh" 

Forgeries like this and others like them are designed to set up an unlegislated, 
unbinding relationship between the mureed (novice) and the assigned Soofee "shaikh" 
that even extends beyond the shaikh's death, an agreement in which the novice takes 
an oath of loyalty, swearing obedience to the shaikh - without questioning him 
ever, for questioning, they claim, is a reason for removal from the "shaikh's mercy" - 
in return for the "shaikh solving his problems," "delivering him from dilemmas 
whenever he calls on the shaikh for help," and "interceding for him with Allaah so 
that he may be admitted to Jannah." Aoodhubillaah from such misguidance! Among 
the plethora of refutations for this specific Soofee deception is Allaah's statement:

"And invoke not besides Allaah, any that will neither profit you, nor hurt you, 
but if (in case) you did so, you shall certainly be one of the Dhaalimoon 
(polytheists and wrong-doers). " And if Allaah touches you with hurt, there is 
none who can remove it but He; and if He intends any good for you, there is 
none who can repel His Favor which He causes it to reach whomsoever of His 
slaves He will. And He is the Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful. (Yunus: 106-107) 

The Soofee forgeries are also designed to set up tremendous subsequent, compound 
lies, such as: 

"Our shaikh has 'secret' knowledge of the Qur "an through wahy (revelation) from Allaah" and 
even " Our shaikh is a Prophet. " 

Of course, those who read the Qur "an and Sunnah know that the religion has been 
completed, all revelation conveyed, there is no Prophet after Muhammad (i<d<M(uiLc 
'cdcuAi wo. ioMam), and wahy (revelation) stopped with the death of the Messenger of 
Allaah (todcMcudtM *<dcu6i umh todlam): 

A: Here is proof that the religion is already complete: 

The statement of Allaah (StdJuMa/ta. wa 1<C<mU):

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B: Here are proofs that the Messenger of Allaah (iafaMeui&it y <dcuAi cm tedkun) did not 
leave anything except that he conveyed it: 

The statement of Allaah (SuMcuunAu. wa IcCcmU):

"And he (Muhammad) withholds not a knowledge of the unseen." (At- 
Takwir: 24) 

Meaning he (todcdtcudti y <dcU&i wa wUcm) conveyed everything that Allaah commanded 
him to convey; he didn't keep anything to himself. He (i^dcdUoAu. y <dcuAi <ml udfam) was 
not greedy with revelation. 

Another proof is the hadeeth of the Messenger of Allaah (tedoMcut&tt y <dcuAi umh ndCom), 
who said: 

"Indeed, there is nothing that brings you closer to Allaah and distances you 
from the fire except I have commanded you with it. And there is nothing that 
will distance you from Allaah and bring you closer to the fire except that I have 
prohibited you from it." 

C- Here are proofs that Muhammad (tetfaMtutAti y <dcuAi wa <i<dfam) is the last of the 
Prophets: 

Allaah' s statement: 

"Muhammad is not the father of any man among you, but he is the Messenger 
of Allaah and the last (end) of the Prophets. And Allaah is Ever AUAware of 
everything. " (Al-Ahzab: 40)

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Furthermore, the Prophet warned us of the liars who will claim Prophethood after 
him, although he (iafaMaa^cc y edcti£i wa MtMem) is the seal of all Prophets by his 
statement: 

"...There will be 30 liars in my nation, each one claiming that he is a Prophet, 
though I am the seal of the Prophets; no Prophet will come after me. But a 
group of my nation will always hold to the truth, remaining triumphant, and 
cannot be harmed by their opponents until there comes the command of 
Allaah, Blessed and Exalted be He." (Al-Barqani) 

and... 

D- Among the many proofs that revelation ceased with the death of the Prophet 
(wlciMeui/tM y <dcU&i wa tedfam) is the following hadeeth in Sahih Muslim: "Anas reported 
that after the death of Allaah's Messenger (&atfaMa<i&ci '<dcU&i cua icMam), Abu Bakr said 
to 'Umar: Let us visit Umm Aiman as Allaah's Messenger (ialedfaaAu y <deU&i wa wMcm) 
used to visit her. As we came to her, she wept. They (Abu Bakr and Umar) said to her, 
'What makes you weep? What is in store (in the next world) for Allaah's Messenger 
(wUMeutttM y edetiAi wa tattem) is better than (this worldly life). She said, 'I weep not 
because I am ignorant of the fact that what is in store for Allaah's Messenger 
(i<d<Ma<^t '<d<ufa. tva iatMam) (in the next world) is better than (this world), but I weep 
because the revelation which came from the Heaven has ceased to come.' This moved 
both of them to tears and they began to weep along with her." 

Sadly, the deviance of the Soofees only mounts after these initial claims. 

These Soofee leaders fearlessly declare "haram" what Allaah declared "halal", and 
declare "halal" what Allaah declared "haram." Obeying them in these matters - upon 
knowledge of Allaah's commands and prohibitions in the Qur'an and Sunnah - 
is Kufr! The religion of al-Islam is free from this. 

Allaah, The All- Wise, said:

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"They (Jews and Christians) took their rabbis and their monks to be their lords 
besides Allaah (by obeying them in things which they made lawful or unlawful 
according to their own desires without being ordered by Allaah)..." (At- 
Tawbah: 31) 

Here is the authentic tafseer of that ayah: 

Imam Ahmad, At-Tirmidhi and Ibn Jarir At-Tabari recorded a Hadeeth via several 
chains of narration from Adi Bin Hatim (xocUoMeui/tM '<uda) who became Christian 
during the time of Jahiliyyah. When the call of the Messenger of Allaah (bzUMeutAti 
'olcufa. tva toMom) reached his area, Adi ran away to Ash-Sham, and his sister and 
several of his people were captured. The Messenger of Allaah (i<doii<m^ct '<d<U&i wa 
toMam) freed his sister and gave her gifts. So she went to her brother and encouraged 
him to become Muslim and to go to the Messenger of Allaah (^jUU(mLi y <dcutti wa 
toMom). Adi, who was one of the chiefs of his people (the tribe of Tai') and whose 
father, Hatim At-Ta'i, was known for his generosity, went to Al-Madinah. When the 
people announced his arrival, Adi went to the Messenger of Allaah (icdaii<mLc '<d<uAi 
wo. i<M<im) wearing a silver cross around his neck. The Messenger of Allaah (miI<M<m6u 
K <daifa w4 &dfam) recited this ayah; 

"They (Jews and Christians) took their rabbis and their monks to be their lords 
besides Allaah (by obeying them in things which they made lawful or unlawful 
according to their own desires without being ordered by Allaah)..." (A t- 
Tawbah: 31) 

Adi commented, "I said, 'They did not worship them.'" The Prophet (&d<M<MAu K <d<tik 
W4, i<Mam) said, 

< <r ilS! (UiSl^ JjJil $J>y$& #£■! j# Ijk-fj j^-l jU& b^> $1 J^.» 
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"Yes they did. They (rabbis and monks) prohibited the allowed for them 
(Christians and Jews) and allowed the prohibited, and they obeyed them. This 
is how they worshipped them." 

These Soofee leaders "permit" the prohibited, and "prohibit" the permitted in 
accordance with their objectives and in accordance with the desires of the ignorant 
worshippers. [Many deviant leaders declare "halal" certain prohibited matters such as 
shirk, bid'ah and major sins such a ribaa (usury, interest) so as to lure the masses and 
obtain a large following. The followers of desires who return to these leaders 
because these leaders will tell them what they want to hear - instead of the truth - are 
strongly advised to fear Allaah, The All-Knowing Creator Who knows the secret of 
the breasts.] 

Among their greatest deceptions is treacherously "permitting" the people 
to set up intermediaries with Allaah, even encouraging and calling their students to 
invoke a person "to get near to Allaah." They call this Tawassul, or "loving the 
righteous." Of course, this is Kufr! It clearly opposes legislated Tawassul 3 . The 
religion of al-Islam is free from setting up intermediaries in worship between Allaah 
and His slaves. Allaah specifically calls this kufr! Allaah, The All-Knowing and The 
Judge on the day of Judgment, said:

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"Surely, the religion (i.e. the worship and the obedience) is for Allaah only. 
And those who take Auliya ' (protectors and helpers) besides Him (say): "We 
worship them only that they may bring us near to Allaah. " Verily, Allaah will 
judge between them concerning that wherein they differ. Truly, Allaah guides 
not him who is a liar, and a disbeliever. " (Az-Zumar: 3) 

It's as if they don't understand the Qur'an, because the same excuse they use - "to get 
nearer to Allaah" - is the same excuse the Mushrikoon use. Allaah (S<dJuw«Ati wa 
1cC<mU) refuted this specific statement of theirs in the Qur'an! The religion of al-Islam 
is free from this act of theirs. 

Moreover, the mere belief - even without action - that there is no harm in calling on 
others besides Allaah is Kufr; the person becomes an apostate due to this belief 
because Allaah, The Most High, says:

"So, call you (O Muhammad, and the believers) upon (or invoke) Allaah 
making (your) worship pure for Him (Alone) (by worshipping none but Him 
and by doing religious deeds sincerely for Allaah 's sake only and not to show- 
off and not to set up rivals with Him in worship). However much the 
disbelievers (in the Oneness of Allaah) may hate (it). " (Ghafir: 14) 

The verses with this meaning are numerous. Yet, with all these ayat, some of these 
lying, stubborn Soofee leaders still defend their actions with desperate statements such 
as, "making du'aa to Allaah is inappropriate behavior" Aoodhubillaah! 

How can making du'aa to Allaah be "inappropriate behavior" when Allaah commands us 
to make du'aa to Him, warns us from abstaining from making du'aa to Him, and 
forbids making du'aa to other than Him? 

"And your Lord said: "Invoke Me, (and ask Me for anything) I will respond to 
your (invocation). Verily! Those who scorn My worship [i.e. do not invoke Me, 
and do not believe in My Tawheed)], they will surely enter Hell in 
humiliation! "(Ghafir: 60) 

The Messenger (bdcMactAtt y edai&i wo, MtMom) said: 

"Whoever does not supplicate (make Du f aa) to Allaah, then Allaah is angry 
with him." (Bukhari) 

Allaah says: 
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"And the mosques are for Allaah (Alone), so invoke not anyone along with 
Allaah." (Al-Jinn: 18) 

If your point of reference of whom/what you worship and what you hold as 
your 'aqeedah is not the Qur'an and Sunnah, then what is the difference between you 
and the Jews and Christians and the rest of the mushrikeen? Allaahul Musta'aan 
(Allaah' s Help is sought)! 

Additionally, these lying leaders call their students to make du'aa to the awliyyah in the 
grave. This deviance has spread throughout the Muslim countries, such that in some 
places the adhaan will be called, and more people will head to the graveyard 
("masjids" containing graves and tombs) instead of the masjid devoid of such haram 
things. Allaahu Musta'aan! From these transgressors are those who make their salat 
around the grave, which is not only prohibited (haram) by Allaah and His Messenger 
but can lead to shirk. 

Some even make tawaaf around the graves, and this is bid'ah and/or kufr. If the 
intention is seeking nearness to the dead by this act, then this is kufr. If the intention 
is seeking nearness to Allaah, then this is bid'ah. Allaah has not made tawaaf around 
graves a means to draw near to Him. Furthermore, Allaah has not legislated tawaaf 
around anything except the Ka'bah. 

If someone calls upon the occupant of the grave, asking the dead for benefit or to 
repel harm, or for forgiveness of sins, then this is clear kufr - refuge in Allaah is 
sought! 

Some of these Soofees also say, "The awliyyah have a higher status than the 
Prophets," and "Awliyyah are exempt from following Prophet Muhammad." In 
truth, a Waly of Allaah is simply someone who fears Allaah and has Eeman. Here read 
for yourself:

The Great Shaikh Al 'Allaamah Muhammad Amaan Al Jaamee (>uaAim4&uUa£) said, 

"Every true believer is from the Awliyyah." 

AUaah's Awliyyah are those who single out Allaah with all forms of worship (directing 
all their their du'aa, all their seeking refuge, all their seeking of blessings, all their 
slaughtering, all their oaths, all their seeking aid to Allaah alone - no one else), who 
single out Allaah in His Lordship, and who single out Allaah in His Beautiful Names 
and Lofty Attributes, and fear Allaah much (abstain from all kinds of sins and evil 
deeds which Allaah has forbidden), and love Allaah much (perform all kinds of good 
deeds which He has ordained). 

Calling to shirk is not from Taqwa or Eeman, so how can these deviants who 
encourage their students to make Du'aa to other than Allaah - an act of Kufr - be 
called Awliyyah? 

Know - may Allaah safeguard you - that the one who calls to shirk is not a Waly. 
Someone who worships other than Allaah is a mushrik (polytheist) and kaafir 
(disbeliever), and a kaafir cannot be a Waly of Allaah. A Waly of shaytan, definitely, 
but a Waly of Allaah, must definitely not! 

Among the many other proofs that they cannot be Awliyah is the statement of some 
of them, "I do not worship Allaah because I fear His hellfire, nor because I desire His Paradise." 
As the scholars have said: Indeed, this is apostasy - and refuge is sought with Allaah - 
for the one who do not fear Allaah is not a believer.

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"Only those believe in Our Ayat (proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc.), who, when they are reminded of them fall down prostrate, 
and glorify the Praises of their Lord, and they are not proud. Their sides 
forsake their beds, to invoke their Lord in fear and hope, and they spend 
(charity in Allaah 's Cause) out of what We have bestowed on them. " (As- 
Sajdah: 15-16) 

Likewise, Anas reported that the Prophet (i<daii<m^c '<dcU&i wa i<Mam) entered upon a 
young boy who was dying. The Prophet (<w££<d£<Mi6(t otayfa twuoMom) asked: "How are 
you?" The boy replied, "O Messenger of Allaah, I am in between hoping in 
Allaah and fearing for my sins." And the Messenger (tafaMoaAtc y <dcuAi <m ia&am) said, 

"The like of these two qualities do not unite in the heart of a servant except 
that Allaah gives him what he hopes for and protects him from what he fears." 

(At-Tirmidhee, Ibn Maajah. Authenticated by al-Albaanee in Ahkaamul- 
Janaa^iz (no. 2).) 

So do not let these Soofees deceive you, O slave of Allaah, and ponder the virtues of 
revelation and the virtue of following it. 

Was not Prophet Muhammad (totaCtaoAic 'afadc <m &atlam) a Waly, having Eeman and 
Taqwa? Of course. He was the best of creation, the best Waly and the best Prophet 
and Messenger, and no one from this Ummah had more Taqwa and Eeman than him. 
And yet even he was not deserving of being worshipped. 

A Sahaabi (companion) would come and stand in the presence of Muhammad 
(ialaUcudiM x al<U&i cva, <ui£fam) and say: 

"Allaahumma atoobu ilaik wa laa atoobu ila Muhammad?' 

(O Allaah, I seek your forgiveness, and I do not seek forgiveness from Muhammad.) 

And the Messenger of Allaah (<xifa£fa<dti y <dcuAi wa 6<xUcm) said: 'Urifal haqq li ahli 

"The right has been given to The One Who deserves it." 
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Yet, if the Soofiyah (Soofees) heard someone reading or reciting these evidences, they 
would make Takfeer of him or - worse yet - call him a "Munaafiq" (hypocrite) and 
accuse him of not loving Muhammad. 

And as is clear from the Qur'an and Sunnah, committing shirk is NOT from 
loving Allaah (SMamiAu. wa Ta'aaia) and His Messenger (todctMaaJm ^tcuAi umh i^Mcim). 
Rather, from loving Allaah and His Messenger is to single out Allaah with all worship 
and to follow the Messenger - and not worship Muhammad as do the Christians with 
Jesus, son of Mary. 

Allaah says: 

"Say (O Muhammad to mankind): "If you (really) love Allaah, then follow me 
(i.e. accept Tawheed, follow the Our* an and the Sunnah), Allaah will love you 
and forgive you of your sins. And Allaah is Oft-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. " (Aali Imran: 31) 

Al-Hasan Al-Basri (>i4&im4&u(lcut£) said: 

"A people claimed they loved Allaah, so Allaah revealed this verse in order to test 
them." 

Ibnjarir (icdim^AuUa^A) reported: 

"A group of people during the time of the Prophet said, 'O Muhammad. Truly we 
love our Lord.' Thereupon, Allaah revealed this verse:

"Say (O Muhammad to mankind): "If you (really) love Allaah, then follow me 
(i.e. accept Tawheed, follow the Qur^an and the Sunnah), Allaah will love you 
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and forgive you of your sins. And Allaah is Oft-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. " (Aali Imran: 31) 

Hence making the following of His Prophet Muhammad a sign of those who love 
Him (Allaah), and appointing punishment for those who oppose him." 

Furthermore, the Messenger said: 

"Do not over praise me like the Christians over praised the son of Maryam. 
Indeed I am a slave of Allaah and His Messenger." (Bukhari) 

And many people fall into error concerning this and think that if a particular 
individual is a Waly of Allaah, then everything he says and does has to be accepted 
and believed - even if it contradicts the Qur'an and Sunnah. And this is a dangerous 
and erroneous belief! 

As Imam Malik (wJtim<zLMeui£) said: 

"Everyone can have his statements either accepted or rejected except for the 
[Messenger of Allaah, (tet&zMooAa y <dcuAi cm toMom)]." 

Why, because he did not speak from his own desire; in conveying the religion, he 
(todctUeui/ui y <dcU&i cm itdfam) only said what Allaah commanded him, and Allaah does 
not err. As for everyone else, he can be right or he can be wrong. So if anyone's 
statements oppose what Allaah and His Messenger said, then his statements are 
rejected no matter who he is. 

Imaam Abu Sulayman ad-Daaraani (iciAim^xLMeuiA) said: 

"Indeed a word of wisdom occurs in my heart, as it does to the nation [of the 
righteous] but I do not accept it until I first compare it to the Two Witnesses - the 
Qur'an and the Sunnah." 

[Al-Bidayah wan-Nihayah [10/255], Siyar A'lam an-Nubula [10/183] 
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Likewise, the one who denies anything that the Messenger of Allaah (taiciMcidAit y <dcuAi 
(Mi &<dUm) came with can never be considered a Waly of Allaah, the Exalted. 
Know - may Allaah guide you to the Sunnah - that the foundation of Kufr lies in 
disbelieving in the Messenger.

"(We Sent) Messengers as bearers of good news as well as of warning in order 
that mankind should have no plea against Allaah after the Messengers. And 
Allaah is Ever All-Powerful, All- Wise. " (An-Nisa: 165) 

And believing in the Messenger does not simply mean to believe he existed. Rather, 
from the Qur'an and Sunnah, we know that the second Shahaadah - (saying) "I 
testify that Muhammad is His slave and Messenger" - means to: 

a- To do what he (tedaMaaAu, *cdcU&C wo, toMam) commanded. 

b- To believe in everything he (Acdadcudu ^cdcuAc wa AcMam) came with. 

c- To stay away from what he (&daMaaAu K <doi&i <m ioMom) forbade. 

d- And to not worship Allaah, except as he (toUoMooAti y <dcU&i cm 6#U<m) commanded, all 

in accordance with the following evidences: 

"...And whatsoever the Messenger (Muhammad) gives you, take it, and 
whatsoever he forbids you, abstain (from it)..." (Al-Hashr: 7)

"Nor does he speak of (his own) desire. It is only an Inspiration that is 
inspired. " (An-Najm: 3-4) 
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The Prophet's (tafaMctaAu ^cdcuAi <m toMcm) statement: 

"Whoever does an action not in accordance with our matter (Sunnah), then it 
will be rejected." (Muslim) 

And know - may have mercy on you - that all Prophets were Awliyyah, but not all 
Awliyyah were Prophets. Again. All Prophets were Awliyyah, but not all Awliyyah are 
Prophets. In other words, the status of a Prophet is a higher status than the status of a 
Waly. The Prophet Muhammad (ndaMatM 'alaiAi wa &cMem) is the best Waly, and the 
best Messenger, and the best of mankind, and he was sent to all of mankind - no one 
from mankind or jinn is exempt from being commanded to follow the Prophet 
(tedctMciAa. y <dcUAi <m MiMem). "Waly" or not. 

In fact, it is Kufr to believe that someone - mankind or jinn - from this Ummah is 
exempt from following Prophet Muhammad (udciMci&it y <dcuAi w<z taMam). 

"Say (O Muhammad): "O mankind! Verily, I am sent to you all as the 
Messenger ofAllaah... " (Al-A 'raf: 158) 

And in an authentic hadeeth, the Messenger of Allaah (tet&zMooAa y <%Ui/ti w& MtMom) said, 

"...By The One in Whose hand is My soul. If Musa were living, he would have 
no choice but to follow me." (Ahmad) 

So Musa VcdcuAiA ^dcuvUi umm tod&am) would have to follow Prophet Muhammad 
(i<d<M(uiLc '<d<U&i «mz &*M&m), but these Soofee leaders, don't have to?! 

Calling upon (or making du'aa to) anyone other than Allaah is Kufr, whether it is a 
Messenger, or a Prophet, or an Angel brought near, or a Waly, or the sun, or the 
moon or the stars, or trees, or stones, or animals! Worshipping (calling upon) anyone 
or anything other than Allaah is Kufr! The religion of al-Islam is free from this. Only 
Allaah deserves to be worshipped. This is the meaning of La illaaha il Allaah (there 
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is none worshipped in truth except Allaah, and whatever is worshipped besides Allaah 
is worshipped in falsehood). 

Read for yourself:

Allaah is The Truth, meaning He is The Only One worshipped in truth and called 
upon in truth; everything and everyone else who is worshipped - is worshipped/called 
upon - in falsehood. 

Allaah refutes those who worship (call upon, sacrifice for, seek refuge in, seek 
blessings from) other than Him by informing that those whom are worshipped 
besides Allaah not only did they not witness or help Allaah in creating the heavens 
and the earth, but they themselves are created.

"I (Allaah) made them (Satan and his offspring) not to witness (nor took their 
help in) the creation of the heavens and the earth and not (even) their own 
creation. . . » [Al-Kahf: 51] 

When you open the mushaf, O slave of Allaah, the very first command you find is: 
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"O mankind! Worship your Lord (Allaah), Who created you and those who 
were before you so that you may become Al-Muttaqoon (the pious)." (41- 
Baqarah: 21) 

So the first command is to worship Allaah (alone). The first prohibition found in the 
mushaf is at the end of the following ayah:

"Then do not set up rivals unto Allah (in worship) while you know (that He 
Alone has the right to be worshipped). " (Al-Baqarah: 22) 

So the first prohibition is to not set up rivals unto Allaah in worship. And in between, 
Allaah gives reasons: He alone created us, He alone created the earth, He alone 
created the heavens, He alone sends down the rain, He alone provides for us. Ibn 
Abbaas (>iadicMcudti 'ottfatmma) said: AUaah's statement while you know means while 
you know that you have no Creator besides Allaah. 

The point of reference here is that the awliyyah did not help Allaah in creating the 
heavens and the earth, or anything, nor did they witness it. 

And these Soofees and their leaders deceive whoever gives them their ears or 
eyes into denying that Allaah is above all of His creation, and instead they lie and 
say, "Allaah is everywhere" - this is denial of Allaah' s ayat, and this is Kufr! 

And do you know why they fearlessly push forward this lie? Continue reading, o 
brothers and sisters in Islam. 

These Soofee leaders call to the deviant beliefs of Wahdatul Wujood (the deviant 
belief that "Allaah and the creation are one, only Allaah exists, Allaah is everywhere, therefore it's 
okay to worship anything around you because Allaah is in if) and hulool (deviant belief that 
"Allaah dwells within us"). 
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Each of these ideologies is Kufr. The religion of al-Islam is free from each of these 
ideologies. For reasons that will in sha * Allaah become clear, scholars such as Shaikh 
Saalih al-Fawzaan (fafjidfaLMaaA) and Ahmad an-Najmee (vikmaAumcMaciA) have stated 
that not only is Wahdatul WujoodKuft, but it is the greatest of Kufr, combining all 
the Kufr into one ideology and is greater than the kufr of the Christians and Jews. 
Aoodhubillaah! 

It is with this invented kufr-laden belief of Wahdatul Wujood that these Sufi 
leaders indoctrinate their ignorant students to call upon other than Allaah - humans, 
trees, stones, the righteous, the sun, the moon, the stars, even the animals, - and deny 
His 'Uluw. The founder of this deviant ideology - Ibn Arabee al-Haatimee, who was 
declared "a kaafir" by the scholars of his time and executed - made other heinous 
statements of kufr such as, "The slave is the Lord, and the Lord is the slave /' (in his own 
deviant book " al-Fatoohaat-ul-Makkiyyah") 

Ibn Arabee also said in the same deviant book that when the Children of Israil 
worshipped the calf in Moses' absence, "they worshipped nothing but 
Allaah" Aoodhubillaah! This is Kufr! 

"And (remember) when Musa (Moses) said to his people: "O my people! 
Verily, you have wronged yourselves by worshipping the calf. So turn in 
repentance to your Creator... " (Al-Baqarah: 54) 

"And indeed Musa (Moses) came to you with clear proofs, yet you worshipped 
the calf after he left, and you were Dhaalimoon (polytheists and wrong- 
doers)." (Al-Baqarah: 92)

"And their hearts absorbed (the worship of) the calf because of their disbelief 
Say: "Worst indeed is that which your faith enjoins on you if you are 
believers. " (Al-Baqarah: 93) 

Worship is only for Allaah, not for any created being or created thing. Directing 
worship to any created being or created thing is kufr. Allaah, The Creator, said: 



"And from among His Signs are the night and the day, and the sun and the 
moon. Prostrate not to the sun nor to the moon, but prostrate to Allaah Who 
created them, if you (really) worship Him. " (Fussilat: 37) 

Ibn 'Arabee, who openly declared Fir' awn to be a "believer" even warned his followers 
- in his deviant book al-Fusoos (p. 191) - from (and advised them against) believing in 
one particular religion, and disbelieving in others. Whereas Allaah said: 

"Truly, the religion with Allaah is Islaam... " (Aali Imran: 19)

"And whoever seeks a religion other than Islaam, it will never be accepted of

It is clear from these ayat of Allaah that whoever does not consider any religion that is 
not Islaam - such as Judaism, Christianity, Hinduism, Buddhism, Atheism - to be 
from the false religions that will not benefit on the Day of Judgment, then he himself 
has fallen into kufr. 
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Furthermore, the Messenger of Allaah (tedctMctaAu y <dcuAi wo, toMcm) said, 

"Both in this world and in the hereafter, I am the nearest of all the people to 
'Eesa ibnu Mariam. The Prophets are brothers (of Tawheed); their mothers are 
different, but their religion is one." (Bukhari) 

So Nuh, Ibraheem, Musa, 'Eesa ibnu Mariam, Muhammad (all the Prophets) were 
commanded with Islam by Allaah, and they all called to Islam, and those who 
followed them were Muslim, but from these Soofees are those who follow a man who 
tells them to combine Islam with falsehood. And this is a ploy, for they cannot be 
combined. 

Read the definition of Islaam, extracted from the Qur'an and Sunnah: Islaam is to 
submit to Allaah upon Tawheed and to yield to Him in obedience, 
while freeing oneself from Shirk and its people and Bid' ah and its people. 

So what is Tawheed? In the sharee'ah, Tawheed means: to single out Allaah in 
everything specific to Him, singling Him out in worship, in His Lordship and in His 
Beautiful Names and Lofty Attributes. 

So what is the opposite of Tawheed? 

The opposite of Tawheed is Shirk! And know - may Allaah safeguard you - that shirk 
is to give the right that only Allaah deserves to other than Him. 

And since every religion other than Islam has Shirk (the worship of other than Allaah) 
in it, and Islam is to submit to Allaah upon Tawheed (freeing oneself from shirk), you 
will in sha^ Allaah see that the two cannot co-exist. Once the person commits Major 
Shirk, then his Islam is nullified. 

O brothers and sisters in Islam, this religion is simple. Worship Allaah alone, follow 
only Prophet Muhammad, and don't deny anything in the Qur'an and Sunnah. Just 
follow The Straight Path. 

Allaah, The Most High, said: 
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"And verily this is My Straight Path, so follow it, and follow not (other) paths, 
for they will separate you away from His Path. This He has ordained for you 
that you may become Muttaqoon (pious). " (Al-An 'aam: 153) 

'Abdullaah Ibn Mas'ood (wcUoMeui&it '<ut6tc) said: The Messenger of Allaah i&daMeutAtt 
y <dcU&i umz toMem) drew a line with his hand (in the sand) and said, 'This is Allaah' s 
path, leading straight.' He then drew lines to the right and left of that line and said, 
'These are the other paths, on each path there is a devil who calls to it.' He then 
recited (Allaah's statement): And verily, this is My straight path, so follow it, and 
follow not (other) paths, for they will separate you away from His path. (Al- 
An'aam: 153). " (Ahmad and Al-Hakim) 

A man asked Ibn Mas'ood (W<&#W# W^sJ, "What is As-Sirat Al-Mustaqim (The 
Straight Path)?" Ibn Mas'ood (mduMooAu K <w6u) replied, " Muhammad left us at its 
lower end and its other end is in Paradise. To the right of this Path are other paths, 
and to the left of it are other paths, and there are men (on these paths) calling those 
who pass by them. Whoever goes on the other paths will end up in the Fire. Whoever 
takes the Straight Path will end up in Paradise. " Ibn Mas'ood (>uxdosM<mLt W^sJ then 
recited the ayah: And verily, this is My straight path, so follow it, and follow not 
(other) paths, for they will separate you away from His path. [Al-An' aam: 153] 

Mujaahid (*&km<zLMci<i&) said: "As-SubuKtht paths) means the innovations and the 
doubtful matters." 

So these devils calling to the hellfire can be men (or women) - human beings like Ibn 
Arabee. Refuge in Allaah is sought from being among those who call to the 
hellfire, and also from answering their call to the hellfire! 

Sadly, Ibn Arabee' s books are still being circulated by the Sufis, books under the titles 
of al-Fatoohaatul-Makkiyyah and Fusoosul-Hikam and at-Tafseerul-Baatin, books that 
contain clear apostasy and pose a danger to anyone whose goal is Paradise. May 
Allaah destroy these books by any means He wills! 
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As for hulool, this was openly called to by some of the Soofees, such as al-Husayn 
Ibn Mansoor al-Hallaaj who was declared to be "a kaafir" by the scholars of his time. 
He was executed in 309 H. Among his many deviant statements was this one, 
claiming a human nature for Allaah: "Glory to Him who manifested His human nature.." 
(from his deviant book at Tawaaseen ofalHallaaj, p. 130.) 

And this one resembling himself to Allaah and claiming unity with Allaah: "We are two 

spirits who dwell in a single body. So when you see me you see Him, and when you see Him you see 
us both" Aoodhubillaah! 

And by Allaah, the only reason why the references for those evil statements are given 
is so the Soofees and their supporters do not say, "This is made up" The people of the 
Sunnah do not fabricate nor do they need to fabricate, for the statements and 
the opinions of the true people of the Sunnah are in accordance with the Qur'an and 
Sunnah, two revelations which are perfect and infallible. Falsehood cannot approach 
revelation. Every mankind and jinn - regardless of color, race, nationality, and 
language - is invited to this perfect truth that leads to Paradise; in fact everyone from 
mankind and jinn is obligated to accept the truth that leads to Paradise, and 
furthermore be with those who are truthful. 

Allaah said: 

"O you who believe! Be afraid of Allaah, and be with those who are true (in 
words and deeds)." [At-Tawbah: 119] 

From these people of Wahdatul Wujood and Hulool also came this deviant named 
Ibn Basheesh (may Allaah give him what he deserves) who ignorandy said: "0 Allaah 
rescue me from the mire ofTawheed, and drown me in the centre of the sea of unity, and mix me into 
the state of unity and oneness until I do not see, nor hear, nor sense except through it. " 

In light of the Qur'an and Sunnah, Ibn Basheesh sought refuge in Allaah from the 
only reason why Allaah created him - Tawheed - and asked Allaah to drown him 
in Kufr! 

Refuge in Allaah is sought from being among the ignorant! 
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O Muslims, beware of these callers to the hellfire, whose work is still propagated by 
today's callers to the hellfire. Among today's callers to the hellfire are Habib 'Ali Jifri 
and Hamza Yusuf. 

Jifri is a grave-worshipping Soofee, who openly calls to shirk and kufr, praises people 
of Wahdatul Wujood, and even says " awliyah can create what is in the wombs." 
Subhaana Allah even Abu Lahab and Abu Jahl never said that! 

Allaah (Ic^cdci) commanded His Messenger to ask Abu Lahab and Abu Jahl and their 
likes: 

"And if you ask them who created them, they will surely say: "Allaah ". How 
then are they turned away (from the worship of Allaah, Who created 
them)?" (Az-Zukhruf: 87) 

As for Hamzah Yusuf, this Sufi belittles Tawheed, saying that learning Tawheed "is a 
disease" and even saying Tawheed can be " learned in five minutes" Unless Allaah guides 
Hamza Yusuf to tawbah and the Sunnah - may Allaah guide him - what will Hamza 
Yusuf do - on the Day of Judgment - with Allaah's statement: 

"And I (Allaah) created not the /inns and humans except they should worship 
Me (Alone). " (Adh-Dhariyat: 56) 

For his belitdement of Tawheed, Allaah has made an example of Hamza Yusuf. May 
Allaah guide Hamza Yusuf so he is not humiliated on the Day of Judgment. How has 
Allaah humiliated Hamza Yusuf in this life? Read on. 

As comes in an authentic hadeeth, Hudhaifah Bin al Yamaan (%<xdUiii<m^c x cut6u) said: 
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"People used to ask the Messenger of Allaah (todaMaoAu 'aiaiAi wa adiam) about the 
good times, but I used to ask him about bad times fearing lest they overtake 
me..." (Bukhari, Muslim) 

In explaining this amazing and long hadeeth, Shaikh Fawzaan said about the 
beginning [quoted above]: "They used to ask him (&<daMaaAu K <daiAi wa 4-aMam) about the 
good with regards to righteous actions, affairs of 'aqeedah and mu'aamalaat. And 
Hudhaifah used to ask him (i<dcM<mLt 'atai&i c<mz toUlam) about the bad times, fearing lest 
they overtake him. 

So, in this is evidence that it is not sufficient to only learn about the good; rather one 
must know about the evil in order to avoid it. If you do not know about the evil, you 
will come close to falling into it, as the poet said: 

"I acquaint myself with the evil not for the sake of evil, but to be safeguarded from it. 
because the one who does not know evil from good will fall into it (i.e. evil). " 

The human being must learn about the truth, and its proofs and evidences. He is to 
learn and know that which is false and the doubts associated with it, in order that he 
can be saved from falsehood, and to warn the people against it. How can he avoid and 
warn people against it, if he is not aware of it?" 

The point of reference is: the one who doesn't learn Tawheed, how will he 
implement Tawheed; and the one who doesn't learn the opposite of Tawheed - Shirk - 
then how will he avoid falling into Shirk? 

So these days, what is Hamza Yusuf doing? Not only is he a Sufi sitting with grave- 
worshippers, but additionally he chants the poem Qasida Burdah and teaches his 
ignorant students this poem which he translated. 

Are you aware of what this poem contains of Shirk and deviance? Let's go through 
some lines of this poem that is addressed to the Prophet (i<d<M<m^ci 'otoi&i wo. &<dUm). 
And keep in mind that he is addressing the Prophet who is dead and cannot hear him 
- not Allaah, the All-Hearing, the Ever-Living Who does not die. 



"Oh Most Generous of mankind, I have no one to seek refuge in except you when the calamity 
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Allaahu Musta'aan, seeking refuge is an act of worship and as such, each act of 
worship can only be directed to Allaah. So not only is refuge being sought in 
Muhammad - and this is major shirk that nullifies one's Islaam! - but the poem 
leaves nothing for Allaah! How can you forget Allaah! Allaahu akbar! How can 
you forget Allaah! 

Have you not read, and even memorized: 

T"ti * * * f i & 

"Say: "I seek refuge with (Allaah) the Lord of the daybreak... " (Al-Falaq: 1) 
"Say: "I seek refuge with (Allaah) the Lord of mankind... " (An-Nas: 1) 



Seeking refuge is an act of worship, and no one is deserving of worship except Allaah, 
and this is the meaning of "La illaha il Allaah," the kalima (statement) of 
Tawheed. And there's more shirk in that poem, such as attributing knowledge of 
the Ghaib (Unseen) to the Prophet - which is kufr, since only Allaah knows the ghaib:

"Say: "None in the heavens and the earth knows the Ghaib (unseen) except 
Allaah, nor can they perceive when they shall be resurrected. " (An-Naml: 65) 

And the poem also includes swearing by other than Allaah, which is shirk in 
accordance with the Prophet's statement: 

"Whomever gives an oath (swears) by other than Allaah has committed Shirk 
or kufr." (Ahmad) 
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Shaikh Saleh as-Saleh (xafamaLMcidA) said concerning the infamous Burdah poem of 
Al-Busiri: "It is plain shirk because it exaggerates with the Prophet (todaMaaAu 
x <deU&i wa wMcm)* giving him attributes of divinity, as if he knows the unseen and 
what is written in the preserved tablet. So much of this, unfortunately, is spread 
throughout the Muslim world and particularly in Southeast Asia, particularly in 
Indonesia. Think about it. Moreover, they have musical groups in these countries only 
specialized to sing these poems, especially the 'Burdah.'" 

What happened to Hamza Yusuf - may Allaah guide him - is what happens to those 
who belitde Tawheed, to those who belitde the very reason why they were created. 
The sickness, as you can see in sha " Allaah, is not in learning Tawheed. Rather, the 
sickness is in not learning Tawheed . Allaah did not create us except for Tawheed, 
nor did Allaah send His Messengers except with this call to Tawheed. Read Allaah's 
statement:

"And verily, We have sent among every Ummah a Messenger (proclaiming): 
"Worship Allaah (Alone), and avoid Taghoot (all false deities)..." (An- 
Nahl:36) 

And Allaah's final Messenger spent his first 10 years of Prophethood exclusively 
calling to Tawheed, before any of the other pillars were sent down. And even on the 
last day of his life, the Prophet (itdatfaodcc 'afadi twt, &<Mcim) said: 

"The curse of Allaah be upon the Jews and Christians. They took the graves of 
their Prophets as places of worship. So do not take [my grave as a place of 
worship] . For verily, I am forbidding you from that." 

So he ((udatMooAu K <daiAi <m 4#Mam) began his call with Tawheed and ended his call with 
Tawheed! 

By Allaah, whose Sunnah, whose way, whose path is better: the pure, legislated path 
of the Messenger of Allaah (tedcrfUa/M y <dcU/u, uun wMcm) or the soiled, invented and 
deviated path of Ibn Arabee, al-Hallaj, Ibn Basheesh, Habib Ali Jifri and Hamza 
Yusuf? Aoodhubillaah! And these Soofees have not sufficed themselves with calling 
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adults to these deviant beliefs of Wahdatul Wujood and Hulool, but sadly expose 
children to them as well, calling them away from Tawheed and the Sunnah, 
and stuffing them with deviance, such as the denial of Allaah's 'Uluw. 

Allaahu Musta'aan (Allaah's Help is sought)! 

And there are over 1,000 proofs from the Qur'an and Sunnah regarding Allaah's 
'Uluw (Allaah, in His Self, being above everything). In His Self, Allaah is above 
everything. Allaah's knowledge is everywhere. Allaah knows everything, sees everything, 
and hears everything. In His Self, Allaah is above everything . Here are a few proofs: 






"And He is the Irresistible, above His slaves, and He is the All-Wise, Well- 
Acquainted with all things. " (Al-An 'aam: 18) 

So He is above and separate from His creation . Again, He is separate from His 
creation. 

"They fear their Lord above them, and they do what they are 
commanded. " (An-Nahl: 50)

the earth to sink with you, then behold it shakes (as in an earthquake)? Or do 
you feel secure that He, Who is over the heaven (Allaah), will not send against 
you a violent whirlwind? Then you shall know how (terrible) has been My 
Warning?" (Al-Mulk: 16-17) 
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"The Most Beneficent (Allaah) Istawa (rose over) the (Mighty) Throne (in a 
manner that suits His Majesty). " (Ta-Ha: 5) 

There comes an authentic narration in the Sunan of Imam Ad-Darimee on the 
authority of 'Abdullaah ibn Mas'ood (wduMaoLi tc^cuda, 'ottAu) that he said: 

"Indeed between the [first] heaven and the earth (and that which it contains) is 
a distance of 500 years. And between each two heavens is a distance of 500 
years. [So 500 years between the first and the second heaven, and 500 years 
between the second and the third heaven, and so on and so forth.] And 
between the seventh heaven and the kursiis 500 years traveling distance. And 
between the kursi and the water is another 500 years traveling distance. And 
the 'Arsh [Throne of Allaah] is above the water. And Allaah is above His 
( 'Arsh) Throne . And nothing of your actions is hidden from Allaah ." 

SubhanAllaah! 

And from these people are those who reject all 1,000-plus proofs of Allaah's 'Uluw 
because they misunderstand an ayah or two 4 - or blindly follow those who do. One of 
those ayat is: 



Another ayah they misunderstand is Allaah's statement is:

"If you help him (Muhammad) not (it does not matter), for Allaah did indeed help him when the 
disbelievers drove him out, the second of two, when they (Muhammad and Abu Bakr) were in the 
cave, and he (Muhammad) said to his companion (Abu Bakr): "Be not sad (or afraid), surely Allaah 
is with us. " Then Allaah sent down His Sakinah (calmness, tranquillity, peace, etc.) upon him, and 
strengthened him with forces (angels) which you saw not, and made the word of those who

"£fe if is U^fro created the heavens and the earth in six Days and then Istawaa 
(rose over) the Throne (in a manner that suits His Majesty). He knows what 
goes into the earth and what comes forth from it, what descends from the 
heaven and what ascends thereto. And He is with you (by His Knowledge) 
wheresoever you may be. And Allaah is the All-Seer of what you do. " (Al- 
Hadid:4) 

So instead of understanding this ayah as all of the sahaaba understood this ayah from 
the teachings of the Prophet (&<daM<M&oi '<d<ufa. wo. &<dUm), these people of evil and little 
knowledge are quick to deny the multitude of clear ayat regarding Allaah's 'Uluw. This 
is bad manners with Allaah. Thus they pin an ayah of Allaah against other ayat of 
Allaah - accusing Allaah of contradicting Himself, audhubillaah! - when the deficiency 
simply lies in their own understanding. 

Imaam Ahmad recorded that Amr bin Shu'ayb said that his father said that his 
grandfather said: 

"I and my brother were present in a gathering, which is more precious to me than red 
camels. My brother and I came and found that some of the leaders of the 
Companions of the Messenger of Allaah were sitting close to a door of his. We did 
not like the idea of being separate from them, so we sat near the room. They then 
mentioned an ayah and began disputing until they raised their voices. The Messenger 



disbelieved the lowermost, while it was the Word of Allaah that became the uppermost, and Allaah is 
All-Mighty, All- Wise. " (At-Tawbah: 40) 

If the Soofees would ask the people of knowledge as Allaah commands, then they would have learned that 
this ayah means: Allaah is with Prophet (todaUoa&u 'edeuAi «ia iaUam) and Abu Bakr iiadiaUaa^u x aet6u) by way of 
His Aid and support. He is with the Prophet and Abu Bakr - but not Abu Jahl. 
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of Allaah (tedatlaa/M ^cdcuAc wot, MtUcm) was so angry that when he went out, his face was 
red. He threw sand on them and said to them:

"Behold, O people! This is how the nations before you were destroyed, 
because of their disputing with their Prophets and their contradicting parts of 
the Books with other parts. The Qur'an does not contradict itself . Rather, it 
testifies to the truth of itself. Therefore, whatever of it you have knowledge in, 
then implement it, and whatever you do not know of it, then refer it to those 
who have knowledge in it." 

Ahmad also recorded that 'Abdullah bin Amr said: "I went to the Messenger of 
Allaah one day. When we were sitting, two men disputed about an ayah, and their 
voices became loud. The Prophet said: 

"Verily, the nations before you were destroyed because of their disagreements 
over the Book." (Muslim and An-NasaT) 

This is why some from the righteous predecessors used to say: 

"How many people seek to find fault with a statement that is correct, and their 
downfall is their own faulty understanding?" 

So instead of asking the people of knowledge, as Allaah commands in the Qur'an:

"So ask the people of Knowledge, if you do not know. " (Al-Anbiya: 7) 

These people seek fitnah. And from the perfection and completeness of this Religion, 
Allaah informs us of these people in His noble ayah:

"Zif is He Who has sent down to you (Muhammad) the Book (this Qur'an). In 
it are Verses that are entirely clear, they are the foundations of the Book; and 
others not entirely clear. So as for those in whose hearts there is a deviation 
(from the truth), they follow that which is not entirely clear thereof, seeking Al- 
Fitnah (polytheism and trials, etc.), and seeking for its hidden meanings, but 
none knows its hidden meanings save Allaah. And those who are firmly 
grounded in knowledge say: "We believe in it; the whole of it (clear and 
unclear Verses) are from our Lord. " And none receive admonition except men 
of understanding. " (Aali Imran: 7) 

Shaikh Rabee bin Hadee al-Madkhalee (^id^tAoMaoA) said, 

"So Allaah clarifies in this verse the true condition of the people of deviance and 
desires, and that they intend for the Muslims evil and fitnah. This is because their 
intentions are not correct, and their hearts are sick, and they want the people to 
be affected by the same poisons that are affecting them. So due to this, it is wajib 
(obligatory) that they are warned against to the full extent of our ability. 

Verily, Allaah has informed us in this verse [7th verse of Surat Alee-'Imran] that those 
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in whose hearts there is deviance seek those verses that are not entirely clear because 
they want fitnah. They want people to have fitnah in the religion, so they go astray 
from Allaah' s true religion and end up in the same state of innovation, misguidance, 
doubts and confusion that those innovators themselves are in. And we ask Allaah that 
He saves us and them from this evil path, and saves them from those things that can 
cause destruction. [Ameen.] 

The Messenger (udcitlciaAM 'alaiAi cv&iatlam) recited this [above] verse and then said: 

"If you see those who seek the verses which are not entirely clear, then they are 

those whom Allaah has named, so beware of them." 

So the people of deviance and desires seek to base their religion upon the verses that 
are not entirely clear. So the Prophet dcd<M<m^c 'atai&i wotoiMam) meant it is wajib to 
warn the people from them, because they are astray and they lead the people astray. 
And this is how Ahlul Bid'ah are in every time and in every place, whatever type of 
bid'ah [they're upon]. You should never think of a bid'ah as something small or 
insignificant." 

The ayah from Surat al-Hadid requires other text to explain it, but these people don't 
seek that knowledge, they are quick to deny the clear ayat and accuse Allaah of 
contradicting Himself when the simple truth is that the one ayah that they use to deny 
the over 1,000 proofs really means that Allaah is with you wheresoever you may be - 
by His Knowledge. Allaah hears everything, sees everything, knows everything, you 
cannot go anywhere or do anything or say anything and Allaah not know about it or 
see it or hear it. 

All the Sahaabah (companions) agreed regarding this, as did the second and third 
generations. And as the Messenger of Allaah (&daM(M&it y <dcti&i wa ioMam) said in a sahih 
hadeeth: 

"Allaah will not allow my Ummah to unite upon misguidance." 

Imam Abu Haneefah (*<zfam<z&oMcui&) was asked about the one who denies that Allaah is 
above His Throne, Imam Abu Haneefah said: 

"The one who denies that Allaah is above His Throne is a kaafir." 
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The questioner returned and asked what about the one who says he doesn't know 
(upon knowledge of the proofs). Imam Abu Haneefah (>uzfa*H4&<dUei£) said: 

"He too is a kaafir." 

This is why it is extremely important to understand the Qur'an and Sunnah in the 
same exact manner the Sahaabah (companions) understood the Qur^an and 
Sunnah from the teachings of the Prophet (todetMcMAa y ad<uAi wo, tedlcm), and 
implementing the Qur'an and Sunnah the way the Sahaabah implemented the Qur'an 
and Sunnah. Allaah says:

"And whoever contradicts and opposes the Messenger (Muhammad) after the 
right path has been shown clearly to him, and follows other than the believers ' 
way. We shall keep him in the path he has chosen, and burn him in Hell - what 
an evil destination. " (An-Nisa: 115) 

The believers in this ayah are the sahaabah. So whoever opposes the Messenger 
(totattciaAti ^cddiAi wa, wMam), and follows other than the Sahaabah' s way - after the 
right path has been shown clearly to him - Allaah will leave him in that deviant 
path he has chosen. 

We are warned not to choose a path other than the single path of the Prophet 
(tedcMcurfui *cdai£i wo, toMam) and his companions. 

Ahlul Bid'ah - as a whole - underestimate the importance of following the 
companions of the Messenger of Allaah, understanding the text (Qur'an and Sunnah) 
as they understood it from the Messenger of this Ummah, and implementing the text 
as they implemented it. Among the vast field of Ahlul Bid'ah grossly deficient in 
giving the companions their right and benefitting from the companions is this group 
known as Soofees. Not only do they follow a path that directly opposes the path of 
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the companions, but from the Soofees are those who forged the lie that, "the seal of all 

people will be the best." 

Not only is this a forgery, but it directly opposes the Sunnah. Read for yourself: 

The Messenger of Allaah (aafaMaaAtc y <deti/ii <m atKaw) said: 

"The best of people is my generation, then those who come after them, then 
those who come after them." 

So the best of people after the Prophet were those in the first generation - meaning 
the companions - not the last generation. The Prophet (aafaMaaAtc y <dcuAi <m MtMem) did 
not modify the phrase best of people (khair un-nas), because the Sahaabah (tadidtfaaLi 
'cuttwm ajmdew) are the best of this Ummah in all that is good, the best in 
Fiqh (understanding), the best in implementation, the best in Ikhlaas, the best in 
worship, the best in Taqwa, the best in Eeman - the best of this Ummah. 

The Messenger of Allaah (i<dcdUa/ui y <dcuAi wo, tedfam) said: 

"If the Eeman of Abu Bakr was weighed against the Eeman of everyone in the 
Ummah, the Eeman of Abu Bakr would outweigh the Eeman of everyone 
else." 

So this shows the best one in this Ummah after the Prophet is Abu Bakr, who - of 
course - was from the first generation, not "the seal." 

The Messenger of Allaah (aafaMaaAtc y <deti/ii <m tedkun) said: 

"Verily from the worst of mankind are those whom the Hour will be 
established upon and they are alive, and those whom have taken the graves as 
places of worship (masaajid)." 

The Hour will be established upon the worst of creation. So the seal of the creation is 
actually the worst of creation. And why? Shaikh Ibn Baaz (%<xkm<i^M<m^) said,

"Those who take the graves as places of worship are from the worst of mankind 
because they are a means and cause for the people falling into shirk (polytheism), 
innovation, and erroneous acts." 

And know - may Allaah guide you - that it is not sufficient that you say, "I follow the 
Qur'an and Sunnah," because deviants like the Shee'ah and the Soofees and the 
Khawaarij and the Qadariyah and the Ash'ariyah say the same thing with their tongue 

- while Allaah knows best what they follow. However, they twist the true meanings of 
the ayat and the ahadeeth, and thus they cause fitnah and call to bid'ah and shirk, 
weakening and splitting the Ummah. 

Here are a few other examples of twisting the meaning of AUaah's ayat and ahadeeth 
that the Soofees are infamous for: 

- At the very end of Surat al-Hijr, Allaah says: 

"And worship your Lord until there comes unto you the certainty (i.e. 
death)." (Al-Hijr: 99) 

In this ayah, Yaqeen means death. The Soofees - without verifying with the authentic 
Tafseer of the Sahaabah - took this to mean being certain that Allaah is the Lord and 
the like, so when they claim to reach this, they leave off worship. This is no doubt 
Kufr, as Allaah did not create us except to worship Him (alone). And leaving the 
Salaat is apostasy, as the Messenger of Allaah (<urfaMaa4a 'afaifa cva &Mcm) said, 

"Between a man and between disbelief and polytheism is leaving off the salat." 

Had they simply contemplated, they might have come to the realization that the 
Messenger of Allaah had Yaqeen, yet he didn't leave off worship. 

And the likes of this is witnessed till today, such that the Iqamah will be called 
and some will remain in the back, so one will enquire about them and he will be 
told, "They have Yaqeen" Aoodhubillaah! And there are examples more severe than 
this, but this will suffice, in sha " Allaah. 
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Another example of the tremendous danger of understanding an ayah or hadeeth with 
other than its correct understanding is Abu Hurairah's statement: 

"I have memorized two kinds of knowledge from Allaah's Messenger (todaMcutAu 
y fai&i umh toMem). I have propagated one of them to you and if I propagated the 
second, then my pharynx (throat) would be cut (i.e. killed)." 

If the Soofees were to simply look into Fath al-Bari - which is the explanation of 
Sahih Bukhari - they would have learned that this means that Abu Hurairah knew the 
names of the crude rulers who would come in the time of fitan (trials), hence his 
seeking refuge in Allaah from the head of the sixty, and the leadership of the youth, 
pointing to the kingship of Yazid bin Mu'awiyyah, because it was in the year sixty after 
Hij rah. [SubhanAllaah, Allaah answered the du'aa of Abu Hurairah, taking the 
companion's life a year before it.] 

So the deviant and evil leaders amongst the Soofees (and Batiniyyah) deceived their 
followers into using this as a "proof that there is a "secret" knowledge of the Qur'an. 
So these leaders forge and lie and attribute these forgeries and lies to "secret" 
knowledge. Even then, these blind followers should know to reject this evil and run 
away due to their fitrah (natural inclination of recognizing right and wrong) and 
secondly their knowledge that Allaah does not contradict himself:

"Do they not then consider the Qur'an carefully? Had it been from other than 
Allaah, they would surely have found therein much contradictions." (An- 
Nisa: 82) 

They must reject falsehood. They should reflect: How is it possible that Allaah 
(S<dJtiut<aAit <m 7<*W&^ declares worshipping other than Him (calling upon other than 
him) Kufr throughout the Qur'an and Sunnah, yet this guy here is telling me that 
"Allaah revealed to him that du'aa can be made to other than Him." 

Red Flag! It's not possible. 
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Again, if your point of reference of whom/what you worship and what you hold as 
your 'aqeedah is not the Qur'an and Sunnah, then what is the difference between you 
and the Jews and Christians and the rest of the mushrikeen (polytheists)? 

Some of you may be starded by how much falsehood these novices - and other than 
them - absorb. But for those who know the Sunnah and know the effects of bid'ah, 
this is not at all surprising. For the Messenger (&d<zMeui&it y <detiAi wo, iaMtm) described the 
Khawaarij - a deviant sect known for making takfeer of Muslims for something other 
than shirk, and rebelling against the Muslim rulers - as "young, foolish, unwise." 

As Shaikh Muhammad al- Aqeel (fafcdAaAtrtlactA) explained: 

"So therefore, bid'ah takes (away) a person's sense - a trial so severe that he will 
encounter something bad and see it as something "good." It takes away the firmness. 
Bid'ah takes away the things that makes a person firm. Holding onto the Sunnah is 
like holding onto pillars, columns." 

Shaikh Muhammad al-'Aqeel (^iMui/udUaA) said, 

"Because when bid'ah enters the hearts of a person, it (the heart) closes. We see many 
people fall into bid'ah and it's as if they went mad. Just as Imam ash-Shafi'ee 
(*<aAwuxA<dfaA) mentioned, 

"Tasawuf (Sufism) is misguidance. He becomes a Soofee in the morning and, 
by Dhuhr, he is crazy, mad." 

(al-Bayhaqee recorded in his Manaaqib ash-Shaafi'iyyah in volume 2 on page 

208) 

Furthermore, Imam Ash-Shafi'ee (m/6*hgA<M(xA) said, 

"No one who accompanies the Soofees for forty days will ever have his brain 
return with him." 

[SubhanAllaah, the Soofees and their off-shoots like the Tableeghis are infamous for 
these 40-day "Jaw/as." Be warned; may Allaah protect you!] 
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Know O Muslims that your Lord does NOT contradict Himself, and there is no 
"secret" knowledge, as has already been established in the Prophet's statement: 

"Indeed, there is nothing that brings you closer to Allaah and distances you 
from the fire except I have commanded you with it. And there is nothing that 
will distance you from Allaah and bring you closer to the fire except that I have 
prohibited you from it." 

Not only are Wahdatul Wujood and Hulool from the beliefs of the Soofiyyah, but 
they actually are from the principles of Soofiyyah. 

Shaikh Dr. Saleh as-Saleh (w&una&cMcud,) said, 

"As for [Sufism's] most important objectives, I'll leave it to a Soofee enthusiast who is 
well known in the circles of Sufism by the name of Sayyid Hussein Masr who stated 
the objectives of Sufism to be, and I quote: 'All that we can do is to stress that the 
Soofee teachings center around two fundamental themes: Wahdatul 
Wujood and alinsan ilkamel (the perfect man).' 

You know this [deviant Wahdatul Wujood] concept that "existence is all one." And of 
course, in reality Allaah is High (and separate) above what they attribute to Him . 

And al insan il kamel. What is al insan il kamel? In the world of Sufism, and 
remember we spoke about all these terminologies; this is one of their terminologies. 
...[It is] qualified with both the essence (attributes) of Allaah and the essence of 
creation . ...And the Soofees attribute these qualities to Prophet Muhammad (ididUcudu 
'afac4c <m todUm). [They say he] had both attributes (Divine and man). " 

These Soofee fundamental themes are kufr and Allaah's aid is sought from falling into 
the likes of this. The religion of al-Islam is free from this. In sha" Allaah, you are 
beginning to see that Tassawuf is not from Islam - meaning, it is not from what 
Allaah revealed to His final Messenger (icdc^McKnAu. y edcti£i w<z ioMtm). 

The Soofees attribute to the Prophet (ialatlaaLi 'alaifa, wo. &atlam) divine attributes, such 
as knowledge of the Ghaib (Unseen). Anyone who reads the Qur'an knows that none 
knows the Ghaib except Allaah. Allaah, The All-Knowing, says: 
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"Say: "None in the heavens and the earth knows the Ghaib (unseen) except 
Allaah, nor can they perceive when they shall be resurrected. " (An-Naml: 65) 

cJ^lA CJSJI (Up! cJf jJj ill! £& U \ fp> % Uii ^-Jli JjLUf Si ^ 

"Say (O Muhammad): "I possess no power of benefit or hurt to myself except 
as Allaah wills. If I had the knowledge of the Ghaib (unseen), I should have 
secured for myself an abundance of wealth, and no evil should have touched 
me. I am but a warner, and a bringer of glad tidings unto people who 
believe." (Al-A'raf: 188)

"5<3jr (K9 Muhammad): "I don f t tell you that with me are the treasures of 
Allaah, nor (that) I know the unseen; nor I tell you that I am an angel. I but 
follow what is revealed to me by inspiration. " Say: "Are the blind and the one 
who sees equal? Will you not then take thought?" (Al-An 'am: 50) 

Likewise, these Soofees deviantly claim the "Prophet had no shadow" and 
the "Prophet was created from the noor (light) of Allaah," which is similar to the 
Christians' claim of Jesus son of Mary being the son of Allaah. Allaah, The Most 
High, said: 
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"Say (O Muhammad): "I am only a man like you. It has been inspired to me 
that your Ilah (Deity) is One Hah (Deity; Allaah). So whoever hopes for the 
Meeting with his Lord, let him work righteousness and associate none as a 
partner in the worship of his Lord. " (Al-Kahf: 110) 

The Prophet (i^dcMeudu ^cilcuAc umh &itlcim) said about himself: 

"I am a slave. I eat what a slave eats, and sit like a slave sits." (al-Baghawee) 

Another lie some of the Soofees will use to lure the ignorant - or to defend their 
actions and beliefs - is, "Those are just the extreme Soofees." 

The fact that Wahdatul Wujood and Hulool and sharing in Allaah' s Attributes 
are the principles of Soofiyyah proves the scholars' statements that Tassawuf - 
all of it - leads to Shirk. (May Allaah have mercy on our righteous scholars.) 

Never mind that Tassawuf is haram, more so bid'ah, and one of the 72 deviant sects, 
but it leads to Shirk/Kufr and ultimately the fire. All of it! So a beginner - who 
himself is in the process of being duped - may say, "those are the extreme Soofees," 
but the fact is all of Tasawuff leads to Kufr. It's like a slippery water slide into a pool 
of fire, except for the one whom Allaah has mercy on, guiding him to repentance and 
a return to the Sunnah, and saving him from this evil. 

Ponder - may Allaah safeguard you - that the Soofees even conceal their principles, 
instead feigning a call to Zuhd, all the while preparing the newcomer step-by-step for 
the acceptance of their principles of kufr. 

Compare that to Allaah's perfect and complete religion of al-Islaam. Allaah, The Most 
High, commanded all His Messengers to openly declare, begin with and prioritize 
Tawheed: 

Ojjd^il iff Vi 4 V £\ 4\ L&y ^1 JA Cft ^0 Cft &>$ u 3 

"And We did not send any Messenger before you (O Muhammad) but We 
inspired him (saying): La ilaaha Ma Ana [none has the right to be worshipped 
but I (Allaah)], so worship Me (Alone and none else). " (Al-Anbiya: 25) 
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"And verily, We have sent among every Ummah (community, nation) a 
Messenger (proclaiming): "Worship Allaah (Alone), and avoid (or keep away 
from) Taaghoot (all false deities). " (An-Nahl: 36) 

"Indeed, We sent Nuh (Noah) to his people and he said: "O my people! 
Worship Allaah! You have no other deity worthy of worship except Him... " (Al- 
A'raf:59) 

And likewise Allaah commanded His final Messenger (todctMao&ti y <dotfii umz ntKow) to 
order the companions, 

"...Let the first thing that you call them to be the testification (shahadah) that 
none has the right to be worshipped except Allaah, and I am the Messenger of 
Allaah." (And in one narration: that they should single out Allaah with all 
worship.) (Bukhari, Muslim) 

As is clear, the principles of Islaam are not to be concealed. No! These major 
principles of the religion are to be clarified at the start - in the beginning. 

O slave of Allaah, do you know why these leaders brainwash their students into 
ignoring the Qur~an and Sunnah, following their statements instead of the Qur'an and 
Sunnah, and agreeing to a pact of never visiting a scholar? One of the reasons they do 
all this is not only are they misguided and misguiding others, but additionally they 
want you to worship them! 

This is the reason why these Soofee leaders keep their students ignorant of the 
'aqeedah and the Sunnah as a whole. Shaikh Muhammad al-Aqeel (hafidhahullaah) 
said: 

"For this reason, the Soofee leaders wage war against knowledge, so their students can 
be their slaves." 
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These Soofee leaders want you to prostrate to them, make du'aa to them, seek 
blessings from them (even mentioning their name when eating, praying, standing and 
sitting...), seek refuge in them, be a slave to them, wear charms of shirk for them, call 
them "Prophet," rely on them, etc... No doubt, this is Kufr! In fact, the one who calls 
to the worship of himself (besides Allaah) is a Taghoot 3 (a shaytan), as is the one who 
is worshipped (besides Allaah) and is pleased with that! Of course, the lying Soofee 
leaders cannot tell you this in the beginning, because you would leave them. 

On top of all this, some of the Soofee even believe that these leaders of theirs (whom 
they call "Awliyyah") dispose of the affairs of the universe. This kufr is even worse 
than the kufr of Abu Jahl and Abu Lahab, who affirmed that Allaah is The Creator, 
The Lord, The One Who gives life and death, and The Disposer of all affairs of the 
Universe but were disbelievers because they refused to single out Allaah with all 
worship. 

Read what Allaah, Exalted Be He, commanded His Messenger (&<d<dU<i6M 'atai&i wa 
&<iMam) to ask the mushrikeen, such as Abu Lahab and Abu Jahl: 

"And verily, if you ask them: "Who created the heavens and the earth?" Surely, 
they will say: "Allaah (has created them). "... (Az-Zumar: 38)

'Umar ibn al-Khattab (taduMoaAn 'a«4») said Taghoot means "ash-shaytan." 

The scholars have clarified that the Taghoot are many, and at the head of them are five: 

a- Iblees (may Allaah curse him) 

b- Whoever is worshipped (besides Allaah) and is pleased with that 

c- Whoever calls the people to the worship of himself (besides Allaah) 

d- Whoever claims to know the Ghaib (Unseen) 

e- Whoever rules by other than what Allaah revealed 
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"Say (O Muhammad): "Who provides for you from the sky and from the earth? 
Or who owns hearing and sight? And who brings out the living from the dead 
and brings out the dead from the living? And who disposes the affairs? " They 
will say: 'Allaah. " Say: "Will you not then be afraid of Allaah 's Punishment 
(for setting up rivals in worship with Allaah)?" (Yunus: 31) 

And, in sha v Allaah, you already know that worshipping (making du'aa to) other than 
Allaah leads to eternal hellfire, as the Messenger (i<dcM<mLt 'ataiAi wa toUlam) said: 

"Verily, Du'aa is worship!" 

And directing an act of worship to other than Allaah is Kufr, and Kufr - if not 
repented from in this world - leads to eternal hellfire! 

Shaykh al-Fawzaan (faftdAadtdtaaA) said: 

"For an individual to say 'Laa illaaha il Allaah', but he worships the graves, trees, 
stones, and seeks to come close to the awliya, the saliheen (righteous people), and also 
the jinn and the angels, by some act of worship, then he is a mushrik (polytheist) and 
a kafir (disbeliever) in Allaah. He either affirms Tawheed al-Uloohiyah [singling out 
Allaah in each and every act of worship] or he will be punished. 

The religion (the meaning of which is worship) like the prayer, fasting, supplication, 
invocation, fear, hope, a vow, dread, fervent desire, slaughtering, and other than this, 
all of these are for Allaah alone - all of them. 

So the person who divides his religion, taking a part for Allaah and another part for 
other than Him - like the grave or the Wali - then he is a mushrik (polytheist) and a 
kafir (disbeliever) in Allaah. Allaah said, in a Qudsi hadeeth: 

'Verily I am free from associating any partners with Me. So whoever does an 
action of which he associates with Me, other than Me, then I have left him and 
left his shirk.'" 

Allaah says: 
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"And who is more astray than one who calls (invokes) besides Allaah, such as 
will not answer him till the Day of Resurrection, and who are (even) unaware 
of their calls (invocations) to them?" (Al-Ahqaf: 5) 

Compounding matters is that among those from this Ummah who call on other than 
Allaah - or commit other forms of shirk that exit one from Islaam - are some who 
don't make Tawbah (sincerely repent to Allaah), seemingly blind or fearless of Allaah's 
severe warnings of dying upon shirk. 

Allaah, The Most High, says:

"Verily, whosoever sets up partners in worship with Allaah, then Allaah has 
forbidden Paradise for him, and the Fire will be his abode. And for the 
Dhaalimun (polytheists and wrongdoers) there are no helpers. " (Al-Ma idah: 

72) 

Allaah, The Most High, said: 

jJii aJJIj 4^4 j*j i&i IsA &£ ^ u j^5 ^ &r4 $ jik. V ^ h 

"Verily, Allaah forgives not that partners should be set up with him in worship, 
but He forgives except that (anything else) to whom He pleases, and whoever 
sets up partners with Allaah in worship, he has indeed invented a tremendous 
sin. " (An-Nisa: 48) 
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The cure for this, o Muslims, is simple. Worship Allaah alone, follow only Prophet 
Muhammad, and don't deny anything in the Qur'an and Sunnah. So believe as the 
Prophet (idicMcuiLt '<d<zi&i wo, nzMam) believed. Hold onto the Prophet's 'aqidah, his 
manhaj, his way of worship - his Sunnah in all matters. 

The Prophet (i^dcMcudu *<dcU&C umi acMcm) said, 

"Everyone will enter Jannah except those who refuse." 

It was asked, "And who would refuse, O Messenger of Allaah?" He (&<dcitl<M&oi '<d<sU&i 
wo, i<Mam) said, 

"Whoever obeys me enters Jannah, and whoever disobeys me, refuses." 

As the scholars have explained, this hadeeth is for the Muslims. 

Shaykh Muhammad Naasir-ud-Deen Al-Albanee (>uzfam4LtMcut£) said: The Sunnah has 
been protected from falling into error, and safeguarded from going astray, as the 
Prophet (bdcrfUaAa. y <dcU&i wn acMcm) said in the farewell khutbah: 

"O people. Indeed, I have left amongst you two things. If you hold firmly to 
them, you will never go astray: the book of Allaah and the Sunnah of his 
Prophet." 

(Al-Haakim in al-Mustadrak, and Ibn 'Abdul-Barr in Jaami'ul-Bayaan) 

"The same does not hold true for the opinions and ijtihaadat of men. Due to this, 
Imaam Malik (MJumatudUaA) said, 'I am only a human being. I err and I am correct. So 
look into my opinions. So everything you find in agreement with the Book [Qur'an] 
and the Sunnah, then take it. And everything you find that is not in agreement with 
the Book [Qur'an] and the Sunnah, then leave it off" Qaami'ul-Bayaan (2/32)] 

So it is not pleasing to Allaah that you obey anyone - scholar or not - in opposition to 
the truth. A true genuine scholar would be the first one to advise you with this, as 
Imaam Malik (wJumaAtdlcuiA) did. So if a scholar commands with something in 
opposition to what Allaah revealed in the Qur'an and authentic Sunnah, then we 
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reject it. There are reasons for this; here are three of them: 

1- The statements of anyone other than the Messenger of Allaah (todcMcuiAci y <dcuAi wa 
&<M<im) can be right or wrong (taken or accepted) since they did not receive revelation 
from Allaah. As for the Messenger, then Allaah said about him: 

( 4 ) J~£ *J-s % 3* h ( 3 > tf jii c/- &£ u i 

"Nor does he speak from his own desire. It is only revelation revealed to him." 
(An-Najm: 3-4) 

The same cannot be said about your shaikh or this shaikh or any shaikh. 

2- The truth is not know by men, but rather men are known by the truth. So any 
statement made - even by a scholar - must be in agreement with the Qur'an and 
Sunnah. If it contradicts the Qur'an and authentic Sunnah, we don't take it. So the 
statement of the scholar - in and of itself - is not evidence unless it agrees with the 
Qur'an and authentic Sunnah. 

3- It is haram to follow the error of a scholar (shaikh, or 'alim), or anyone for that 
matter - upon knowledge of the truth. If any scholar - or anyone - errs in the religion, 
or if he says something that opposes the evidence from the Qur'an and authentic 
Sunnah, then we do not follow him in that action. Otherwise, this is following one's 
desires, such as the one who knows that Allaah, Azza wa Jail, and His Messenger 
(itdoMeuiAa. y <dmiAi umh aoMtm) made Ribaa haram, yet this person follows his desires 
instead and begins asking "scholars" for permission to use Ribaa until one of them (or 
more) give him "permission", thus this person latches onto the statement of this 
"scholar" and takes it above the prohibition of Allaah and His Messenger. And by 
doing this, this follower of desires fell into something far worse than the major sin of 
engaging in Ribaa (usury), because obeying someone in making "halal" what Allaah 
made "haram" is kufr! Aoodhubillaah! 
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Ibnul Qayyim (xaJumaAuMeuiA) said, 

"...Nor should they stop observing his (the Prophet's, salallaahu 'alaiAi wo. 
i<Mam) orders and believing in his reports because of their preference to the 
statements of their teacher or their Imaam or their madhhab or their group or 
whosoever they elevate. So if he is allowed to, he obeys his orders and accepts his 
reports. If this is not the case, then if he seeks blamelessness, he abandons his orders 
and his reports, and entrusts it to them (i.e/ his imaam, teacher, group), or he distorts 
it from its proper meaning, and then claims that it is interpretation and explanation; 
that they are interpreting and explaining it. 

Indeed, if the slave was to meet his Lord with every sin, with the exclusion of nothing 
other than committing Shirk with Allaah, it would be better for him than to meet his 
Lord in this aforementioned condition. 

One day, I spoke to one of the leaders of these people and said to him: 

'I ask you, by Allaah, if it was decreed that the Messenger of Allaah (tafatfaa^ci 
'afaifa cwl wMcm) was alive and with us, and we witnessed his speech and 
sermons, would it be obligated upon us to follow him, without referring it to 
the opinions, statements and madhhab of other than him, or do we not obey 
him until we refer what we heard from him to the opinions and intellects of 
others?' 

He answered, 'Rather it would be obligatory to hasten to obedience without returning 
to other than him.' 

I said, 'So what has removed this obligation from us today and what has 
replaced it?' 

So he placed his finger upon his mouth and remained pale-faced and confused and 
did not utter a word." 

Shaikh Rabee bin Hadee al-Madkhalee (tyidfaAcdUaA) said, 
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"With great sorrow, this is what many sects do with many aspects of the 'aqeedah and 
the Sharee'ah." 

Dear Muslim: if you are sincere and follow only the Qur'an and Sunnah the way it is 
meant to be understood - and follow nothing (no one's statements or opinions) in 
opposition to the Qur'an and Sunnah - and ask Allaah for guidance, then Allaah will 
guide yoxxin sha * Allaah. But if you're not sincere, and you simply want to follow your 
desires, then you will be astray. 

Reflect - may Allaah safeguard you - Allaah's statement already mentioned in the 
beginning of this treatise:

"So if they believe in the like of that which you believe, then they are rightly 
guided, but if they turn away, then they are only in opposition. So Allaah will 
suffice you against them. And He is the All-Hearer, the All-Knower." (Al- 
Baqarah: 137) 

So what determines if a person is a believer and upon the truth, or if he is in 
opposition to the believers and upon falsehood is one's belief {'Aqeedah). If 
one's beliefs are in agreement with the beliefs of the Prophet and his companions, 
then he is a believer and upon the truth. And if not, then Allaah, The All- 
Knowing, says he is only in opposition . 

So let's go through some points of Aqeedah mentioned in this treatise, and ask 
yourself if your belief matches what is in the Qur'an and Sunnah. 

- It has been established - with proofs from the Qur'an and Sunnah - that the religion 
is complete and perfect. If anyone brings something new into the religion, then by his 
action or statement or belief, he is accusing the religion of being incomplete and 
deficient. Does your belief match what is in the Qur'an and authentic Sunnah, or are 
you among those who insist on innovating? 
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- It has been established - with proofs from the Qur'an and Sunnah - that Prophet 
Muhammad (tedcrtUa&u y <deuAi <m taMam) was distinguished from the rest of this Ummah 
in that he did not speak from his own desire. In conveying the religion, he only spoke 
with what Allaah commanded him. Does your belief match what is in the Qur'an and 
authentic Sunnah, or are you among those who believe in parts of the Qur'an and 
Sunnah, and reject parts of the Qur'an and Sunnah? 

- It has been established - with proofs from the Qur'an and Sunnah - that there is no 
Prophet after Muhammad (&zfaMaaAti y <dcuAi wa taMtm), and therefore revelation 
stopped with his death. Does your belief match what is in the Qur'an and authentic 
Sunnah, or do you believe those who lyingly claim they also receive revelation from 
Allaah? 

- It has been established - with proofs from the Qur'an and Sunnah - that no one has 
the right to legislate except for Allaah (SuUana/ttt wo, IcCcuaU) . And it has been 
established that declaring "haram" what Allaah declares "halal," or declaring "halal" 
what Allaah declares "haram" is kufr, as is obeying someone in declaring "haram" 
what Allaah declares "halal," or vice versa. Does your belief match what is in the 
Qur'an and authentic Sunnah, or do you obey others in declaring halal "haram", or 
making haram "halal"? 

- It has been established - with proofs from the Qur'an and Sunnah - that Allaah 
(Stdkzwz&u wm la'cMU) is above all His creation, and He is separate from His creation. 
Denying this is kufr. Does your belief match what is in the Qur'an and authentic 
Sunnah, or is your 'aqeedah the 'aqeedah of Wahdatul Wujood and hulool? 

- It has been established - with proofs from the Qur'an and Sunnah - that no one 
from mankind or Jinn is exempt from following Prophet Muhammad (todoMcuiAci y <dcU&i 
UMX, &atlam). Denying this is Kufr. Does your belief match what is in the Qur'an and 
authentic Sunnah, or do you believe that the awliyya are exempt from following the 
Prophet? 

- It has been established - with proofs from the Qur'an and Sunnah - that Prophet 
Muhammad (i^MiaaAa K <dai&i wa taMam) is to be followed, taken as an example, and 
imitated in his 'aqidah. Does your belief match what is in the Qur'an and authentic 
Sunnah, or do you insist on patterning yourself after Ibn Arabee and the Soofees? 
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- It has been established - with proofs from the Qur'an and Sunnah - that Du'aa is an 
act of worship, and all acts of worship [such as seeking refuge, reliance, seeking 
blessings or forgiveness or mercy] can only be directed to Allaah alone; otherwise 
du'aa [or any act of worship] to other than Allaah nullifies one's kalima and nullifies 
one's Islam. Does your belief match what is in the Qur'an and authentic Sunnah, 
or do you direct du'aa [or any act of worship] to other than Allaah? 

- It has been established that no Prophet or companion was a Soofee, and it has been 
established that The Saved Sect from the 73 are those upon what Prophet 
Muhammad (todtMcudu y <dcuAi umh wMcm) and his companions were upon of 'aqidah and 
manhaj and how they worshipped? Are you upon what Prophet Muhammad and his 
companions were upon? Or are you upon what the Soofees are upon? 

Ponder, o Muslims, that what you have been presented with are proofs from the 
Qur'an and authentic Sunnah, while these deviants (these Soofees) come with brazen 
fabrications, shameless lies, narrations that the scholars of hadeeth have long declared 
as Da 'ee/("weak"), superstitions, opinions and desires. 

The Prophet said: 

"Whomever Allaah wants good for, He gives understanding of the religion." 
(Bukhari) 

So Ibnul Qayyim (w&ima/uMciaA) said, 

"This means whomever Allaah does not want good for, Allaah does not give him 
understanding of the Religion." 

You are warned the strongest warning: do not go in this Soofee direction. 

As Imam Malik (wJtimiduMeutA) said, 

"The Sunnah is like Noah's Ark. Whoever boards it will be saved, and whoever 
doesn't will drown (be destroyed)." 

These Soofees have abandoned the Sunnah so much - Allaahu Musta'aan - that they 
even distort and transgress the boundaries of the "Zuhd" and "Dhikr" they claim to 
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call to and be in favor of. So you see them purposely wearing raggedy clothes even 
though they have nice clothes at home, you see them wearing winter coats in the peak 
of the summer heat, starving themselves, and falling into many extreme acts fraught 
with self-imposed hardship and self-deprivation. 

I ask you - by Allaah - to read the Prophet's statements and compare his statements 
and actions to the statements and actions of these Soofees. You will see - without a 
doubt - that they oppose each other. In which case, you - ya 'Abdullaah - have to 
choose one or the other: either the Prophet's way that leads to Jannah, or other than 
the Prophet's way leading to the fire. 

Imam Ahmad recorded a narration from Malik bin Nadlah who said, 

"I came to Allaah's Messenger while in filthy clothes. He said, 

Do you have wealth? 

I answered, 'Yes.' He said, 

«JUJ! "J\ -yy> 

What kind of wealth? 

I answered, 'All kinds: camels, slaves, horses, sheep.' So he said, 

«dl#P $J ^ a!)! M lSl» 
If Allaah gives you wealth, then let it be seen on you. 
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It is established in Sahih al-Bukhari from Ibn Abbaas (vzcUaMciaAa. y eut&<Mwui) that: The 
Prophet (iotaMaaLi 'cdaiAi wa &atfam) saw a person standing in the sun and asked, 

"What is this?" 

They replied, 'He is Abu Israel who has taken an oath to stand in the sun, not to seek 
the shade, not to speak and to fast.' Thereupon, the Prophet (i<d<M<mLt 'alcuAi wa 
<utMam) said, 

"Order him to sit, seek the shade, speak and complete his fast." 

Fasting is from the Sunnah; torturing oneself is not. 

It is established in the Bukhari and Muslim from Anas (nacUaMaaAu y <wLi) that: Some 
people asked about the worship of the Messenger of Allaah (mlcMim^ct '<dai&i tva &atl<im) 
[when they received the answer] it was as if they thought it to be little and said, 

"Which of us is like the Messenger of Allaah (wlciMeui/tM y <dcuAi wa toUcm)! Then one of 
them said, As for me, I will fast without ever breaking it. Another said, As for me, I 
will stand [for prayer by night] and not sleep.' Another said, As for me, I will not eat 
meat.' Another said, As for me, I will not marry.' 

[When the Messenger of Allaah (todedlaatM y <deU&i wet, MtMcm) heard of this], he said: 
"What is the matter with some people, one of whom says such-and-such. 
Indeed, I fast and I break my fast. I stand [for prayer] and I sleep. I eat meat, 
and I marry women. So whosoever turns away from my Sunnah is not of me." 

Meaning: whosoever turns away from my Sunnah, traversing another path thinking 
that it is better. Whosoever is like this is free of Allaah and His Messenger. 
Allaah, The Exalted, says: 

"And who turns away from the religion of Ibraahim (Islam; Tawheed) except 
him who befools himself?" (Al-Baqarah: 130) 
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Indeed it is obligatory upon every Muslim to believe that the best of speech is the 
speech of Allaah, and the best of guidance is the guidance of Muhammad (&<d<iiM<M&u 
y <deu6i wa tedfam), as is established in Sahih Muslim that the Prophet (todcdlcwAu y <deti/ii wa 
MiMcm) used to deliver his sermons commencing with these words every Jumu'ah. 

In fact, denying that the guidance of Muhammad (&<dcM<M&oi '<dcU&i wa &atl<im) is the best 
guidance nullifies one's Islam, for:

"Nor does he speak from his own desire. It was only revelation revealed to 
him. " (An-Najm: 3-4) 

Just as the Soofees stray in 'aqeedah and manhaj, they also stray in method of 
worship, performing the very Zuhd that they claim to call to in an unlegislated way 
and also doing dhikr in manners that are not legislated. The Soofiyah are so immersed 
in bid'ah and so used to ignoring the Sunnah, that they even tamper with the kalima 
of Tawheed, dividing the kalima "La illaaha il Allaah" into two separate adhkaar 
(remembrances) . 

So some of these leaders of theirs will order their students to say "La illaaha" (by 
itself) 500 times, and then say "il Allaah" (by itself) 500 times. And if they don't, they 
get beat - literally. Like boot camp officers. 

Indeed, the true and genuine scholars of Ahlus-Sunnah wal Jama' ah have clarified the 
multitude of errors in this. Among the scholars' statements is their saying that not 
only is dividing this dhikr unlegislated and a bid'ah, but furthermore this action of 
theirs can be shirk if the person intends "La illaaha" (by itself) as a dhikr because of its 
meaning. 

Ilaha only has one meaning - al-Ma'bood (meaning: that which is worshipped) - as is 
agreed by all the scholars of the Arabic language and all the genuine scholars of 
Islaam. And when ilaha is used in the Qur'an and Sunnah, it is either meant "in truth" 
or "in falsehood," which becomes clear from the understanding and Tafseer of the 
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Sahaabah. [The Arabic language is a high-content language that sometimes includes 
words that are inferred but not stated. And the ilaha in the Shahadah is "in truth."] 

"La illaaha" (by itself) means: none is worshipped in truth. And to make this a dhikr 
by itself is shirk. 

The kalima of Tawheed has two pillars: "La illaaha" and "il Allaah." And among the 
many proofs is Allaah's statement:

"There is no compulsion in religion. Verily, the Right Path has become 
distinct from the wrong path. Whoever disbelieves in Taghoot and believes in 
Allaah, then he has grasped the most trustworthy handhold that will never 
break. And Allaah is All-Hearer, All-Knower. " (Al-Baqarah: 256) 

One pillar cannot stand without the other. So if a person believed in "La illaha" 
without the second pillar, then this is the shirk of the atheists who do not worship 
anyone. And if someone believed in the second pillar "il Allaah" without the first 
pillar, then this is the shirk of the mushrikeen who worshipped Allaah but also 
worshipped other than Allaah, refusing to single out Allaah with worship. 

SubhanAllaah, the virtues 6 of saying "La illaaha il Allaah" are tremendous, yet 
these Sufis are so deluded by the ones they allow to brainwash them into playing 



Here are a handful of the abundance of examples of the weighty virtues of saying " La illaaha il Allaah " 
(none has the right to be worshipped in truth except Allaah): 

a- The Messenger of Allaah (iohMaaLc 'afaiAi ua eaMam) said: "Whoever testifies that La illaaha il 
Allaah (none has the right to be worshipped in truth except Allaah) sincerely from his heart enters 
Paradise." 

b- From Anas (teuUaMaoAu 'attAu) that Allaah's Messenger (tafaMaaAu 'aiacAi «# taMam) said: "There is no one 

who testifies that Laa ilaaha ill Allaah and that Muhammad is Allaah's Messenger, truthfully from his 

heart, except that Allaah has made the Fire forbidden for him." [al-Bukhaaree (no. 128) and Muslim 

(no.32)] 
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games with the religion, that they have fallen into haram regarding this tremendously 
virtuous dhikr. 



c- The Messenger of Allaah (&aMa6M atatAi wa taMam) said, "Whoever enters the marketplace and says: 

'There is none worthy of worship except Allah who has no partners, for Him is the Dominion, and 
for Him is all Praise, He brings life and He causes death, and He is Alive and does not die, in His 
Hand is all good, and He is able to do all things.'

d- The Messenger of Allaah - may peace and blessings of Allaah be upon him — said : Whoever says:

'There is none worthy of worship in truth except Allaah Alone, He has no partners, to Him belongs the

[La ilaha 'ilia Allaahu wahdahu la shareeka lahu, lahul mulku wa lahul hamdu wa huwa ala kulli shayin qadeer] 

One hundred times in one day, then it is equivalent to: him freeing ten slaves, and a hundred good 
deeds are written for him, and a hundred bad deeds are erased, and it is a protection for him against 
shaytaan during that day until the evening, and no one comes with a better deed than him except for 
the man who does more actions than him. 

e- 'Umar bin Al-Khattab (nadoaMaaAu y aatuc) reported: The Messenger of Allaah (talaMaa/tM ^erftuAiwataMcm) said, 

"Whoever of you performs Wudu carefully and then affirms: Ash-hadu an la ilaha illallahu Wahdahu 
la sharika Lahu, wa ash-hadu anna Muhammadan 'abduhu wa Rasuluhu [I testify that there so no 
true deity worthy of worship except Allaah Alone, Who has no partners and that Muhammad is His 
slave and Messenger,' the eight gates of Jannah are opened for him. He may enter through 
whichever of these gates he desires (to enter)." [Reported by Muslim (no. 234), Abu Dawood (no 
169), at-Tirmidhee (no. 55), an-Nasaa'ee (no. 148), Ibn Maajah (no.470)].

Sadly, the Soofiyah ignore the Sunnah so much that they fall into many other bid'ah 
with regard to dhikr and other than it from those matters that distract from the 
Qur'an and the Sunnah such as an-Nasheed, celebrating the Prophet's birthday, and 
over-indulgence in poetry. And none of this is suprising since Hassan ibn 'Atiyyah 
(taAimoAodlaaA) ', said, 

"A people never introduce a bid'ah into their religion except that Allaah takes 
away its like from their Sunnah and then does not restore it to them until the 
Day of Resurrection." 

[(ad-Daarimee); declared 'Saheeh' by Shaikh al-Albaanee in al-Mishkaat 
(l/66/no.l88).] 

In addittion, the Soofees are infamous for their easing a murid (novice) into dancing 
and swaying, chanting, beating drums in their circle, and other transgressions such 
as marijuana-induced trances, free-mixing with genders, listening to music. 

So do not be lured in or deceived by the likes of these Soofees - any of them, whether 
the beginners amongst them or those beyond that or those who have already plunged 
into acts or statements or beliefs of Shirk - and beware of them. 

When all else fails for them, these desperate Sufis trick people into joining them - 
leaving behind the Qur'an and Sunnah - with acts these Sufis call "miracles," either 
performing them by seeking assistance from the Jinn or by reaching Satanic 
states. Aoodhubillaah! O brothers and sisters in Islaam, do not be fooled. These are 
people of desires and bid'ah, and some of them have already plunged into Shirk, and 
they want you to join them. 

Thus - may Allaah guide you - you have reached a fork in the road with three paths in 
front of you: one being the Straight Path of the Qur'an and Sunnah that leads to 
Paradise, and the ones on either side being stray paths of desires, bid'ah and shirk that 
lead to the fire. 

Imaam al-Qurtubee recorded in his Jaami' al-Ahkaam al-Quraan in volume 11 on page 
237 that at-Tartoosee said, 
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"May Allaah have Mercy upon you, the Madhhab (way) of the Soofiyyah is Baatil 
(Falsehood), ignorant and misguided. Islaam is only the Book of Allaah and the 
Sunnah of His Messenger..." 

As for those who refuse... 

Allaah says:

Allaah guides not the people who are Dhalimoon (wrong- 
doers, disobedient to Allaah, and poly theists). " (Al-Qasas: 50) 

And if you are among those whose heart Allaah has softened and opened to denounce 
the evil you were upon and to accept the truth in the Qur'an and the Sunnah, and you 
want to make tawbah, then know - may Allaah have mercy on you and guide you - 
that the door for Tawbah and Rahmah (Mercy) is expansive. 

Allaah says: 

"O you who believe! Turn to Allaah with sincere repentance ! It may be that 
your Lord will remit from you your sins, and admit you into Gardens under 
which rivers flow (Paradise)... " (At-Tahrim: 8) 
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"Say: "O 'Ibaadi (My slaves) who have transgressed against themselves (by 
committing evil deeds and sins)! Despair not of the Mercy of Allaah, verily 
Allaah forgives all sins. Truly, He is Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful." (Az- 
Zumar: 53) 

So Allaah (StdtiamLi umh IcCcuda,) will forgive all the sins of those who repent to Him 
and turn back to Him, no matter what or how many his sins are. 

So know - may Allaah guide you - that tawbah (sincere repentance, remorse, resolve 
to never return to the sin) is the only means of attaining AUaah's forgiveness for major 
shirk. 

And as for the agreement of falsehood you made with the Soofee Shaikh: 

Firsdy, the Prophet (todetMctoAtt ^cdmiAi wo, toMom) said: 

"There is no obedience to the creation in disobedience to the Creator." 
(Ahmad) 

This means that when the creation commands you to disobey Allaah, then in that case 
there is no obedience to the creation. In fact, in that case obedience to the 
creation becomes sinful. 

Even with regard to the parents, who have a right greater than all other people (not 
counting the Prophet, &d<Meui/M y <doi/ii wa toMom), yet still it is impermissible to obey 
them in disobedience to Allaah, as 

Allaah, the Most High, says: 
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"Z?w? if <Ae^ (both) strive to make you join in worship with Me others that of 
which you have no knowledge, then obey them not, but behave with them in 
the world kindly. " (Luqmaan: 15) 

Secondly, the covenant you made with Allaah, the Lord Who created you, takes 
priority: 



"And (remember) when your Lord brought forth from the Children of Adam, 
from their loins, their seed (or from Adam f s loin his offspring) and made them 
testify as to themselves (saying): "Am I not your Lord? " They said: "Yes! We 
testify, " lest you should say on the Day of Resurrection: "Verily, we have been 
unaware of this. " (Al-A 'raf: 172) 

We all agreed to this, and this is from the fitrah that we were born with. 

In this is an important lesson for all - to not be deceived by a belief, act or statement 
simply because it feels good or sounds good. Whether it be a whisper or a thought, it 
must be compared to the Two Witnesses - the Qur'an and Authentic Sunnah upon 
the understanding of the Sahaabah. If it does not agree with the Qur~an and 
Authentic Sunnah upon the understanding of the Sahaabah, then know this is a 
deception that should not be acted upon, nor should it be believed in and nor should 
it be taken as a religion. Aoodhubillaah! So be warned - may Allaah protect you! 

Allaah promises eternal Paradise to those who die upon Tawheed, and promises 
eternal hellfire for those who refuse. Do not be deceived by the whispers of 
shaytan. From Allaah's mercy, Allaah - Ar-Rahman Ar-Raheem - has clarified the 
Straight Path that leads to Paradise and has exposed shaytan's plots that lead to the 
hellfire. If you refuse, you have no one to blame but yourself. And if you trust Allaah 
and His revelations and rely on Him - rejecting shaytan and his deceptions - and die 
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upon this path of Qur'an and Sunnah, then for you will be a reward that never ends. 
Allaahu akbar! 

So do not be deceived, and heed Allaah's perfect statement: 

"Zs /?e> */ie/z, to whom the evil of his deeds is made fairseeming, so that he 
considers it as good (equal to one who is rightly guided)? Verily, Allaah sends 
astray whom He wills, and guides whom He wills... " (Fatir: 8) 

So do not be deceived, and heed Allaah's perfect statement: 



"Zs he who is on a clear proof from his Lord, like those for whom their evil 
deeds that they do are beautified for them, while they follow their own lusts 
(evil desires)?" (Muhammad: 14) 

So do not be deceived, and heed Allaah's perfect statement: 

Uj ifeliAtl ^Apjj jii j£j ^Ipj ail Si jA°i ^i lis oiklii jiij 

"And Shaitan (Satan) will say when the matter has been decided: "Verily, 
Allaah promised you a promise of truth. And I too promised you, but I 
betrayed you. I had no authority over you except that I called you, so you 
responded to me. So blame me not, but blame yourselves. I cannot help you, 
nor can you help me. I deny your former act in associating me (Satan) as a 
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partner with Allaah (by obeying me in the life of the world). Verily, there is a 
painful torment for the Dhaalimoon (polytheists and wrong-doers, 
etc.). " (Ibrahim: 22) 

May Allaah save the Muslims from the deceptions of shaytan. May Allaah guide the 
Muslims, and protect the Muslims from hypocrisy, shirk, apostasy, and bid'ah, and 
may Allaah give the Muslims the success to see the truth as truth and follow it, and 
may Allaah give the Muslims the success to see falsehood as falsehood and reject it. 
And may Allaah unite the Muslims upon the truth - the Qur'an and Sunnah upon the 
understanding of the companions. 
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
